House critic 


HEN WE asked Reese Erlich, 

Bernard Ohanian and Laura 

Fraser to become our regular 
press critics, we knew they’d find occa- 
sion to say a few critical things about 
us. That was part of the point of bring- 
ing in outside critics. 
’ But as Bruce Brugmann has always 
warned me, if you want to lob gre- 
nades, you better be prepared to catch a 
few coming back. We made it clear that 
criticizing us was not only allowable, it 
was part of the job. 

This week, Reese took that admoni- 
tion to heart. His column, which ap- 
pears on page 14, accuses us of racism. 

Reese doesn’t suggest that anyone at 
the Bay Guardian intentionally dis- 
criminates against Third World people. 
But he insists that we are racist anyway, 
if only by neglect, since we haven’t 
managed to hire a reasonable number 
of Third World staffers or devote 
enough coverage to minority issues. 

It’s not pleasant to have your own 
critic call you a racist, and as an editor, 
I still think he’s using the wrong word. 
But ultimately, Reese raises a very 
legitimate point. 

Of course, we’re far from alone. The 
vast majority of progressive social- 
change and public-interest groups I’ve 
worked with have a miserable record of 
recruiting Third World people. So have 
journalism schools. And of course, so 
have the big daily papers — although 
Reese suggests that the alternative press 
ought to do better. 

Again, I tend to agree. I’ve also 
found that good intentions don’t always 
translate into good reality. It’s not at all 
easy for a small, independent, weekly 
newspaper (or any small, independent 
business) in a highly competitive atmos- 
phere to recruit and hire a racially, sex- 
ually and culturally balanced staff. 

On one level, the problems are be- 
yond our control — educational oppor- 
tunities for Third World people are in- 
adequate, we’ve lost several minority 
job applicants recently to higher-paying 
positions elsewhere and when you only 
hire about two people a year, it’s hard 
to set firm numerical goals. 

On another level, we’ve obviously 
failed — at recruiting aggressively, pro- 
viding training opportunities, etc. I wish 
Reese had the magic wand, but he 
doesn’t. He makes a few suggestions; 
we’d like to hear more. 

Reese’s comments raise a problem 
that is probably the single greatest 
source of frustration in my life: The 
Bay Area is one of the most progres- 
sive, politically active areas in the world 
— and its daily newspapers are alarm- 
ingly reactionary and unresponsive. 
That means scores of constituencies see 
us as the only real vehicle for publiciz- 
ing their issues. We try to be exactly 
that — but if you ask anybody active in 
the local environmental, women’s, gay 
and lesbian, neighborhood, small busi- 
ness, labor, tenant, arts, education, 
Third World or any of a thousand other 
movements, they’ll probably tell you we 
don’t pay enough attention to them. 

And they’re right. We’re a weekly 
paper with limited space, staff and time 
— and vast, unlimited areas to cover 
that the dailies have ignored. For 22 
years, we’ve taken on major power- 
structure issues and tried to give a voice 
to the powerless. But there’s an awful 
lot of powerlessness out there, and we’ll 
never get it all. — Tim Redmond

generally safe, except when the Legislature is 
in session and Willie Brown is in action. 

In 1984, California voters passed Proposition 24 
as a plebiscite on the arrogance of Sacramento’s 
legislative leadership — and, as we pointed out at 
the time, in particular the arrogance of Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown of PG&E, Southern Pacific 
and other big, private law clients he was repre- 
senting so visibly while on the public payroll. (The 
Paul Gann-backed initiative was designed to cut 
the Legislature’s budget, curtail the power of 
leadership and outlaw secret meetings.) 

“Brown’s record of selling his legal services to the 
highest bidder and helping continue the destruction 
of his hometown is no longer simply a local issue,”’

we editorialized at the time. ‘‘Now it has become a ' 


major liability to his party, the state and public 
policy.” 

Brown lost, but he didn’t heed the voters’ mes- 
sage for a moment. Shortly after Prop. 24 passed, 
Brown and Senate leader David Roberti moved 
successfully to get a superior court judge to declare 
the measure unconstitutional later that year. 

However, in 1986, an appellate court panel rein- 
stated two of the less-publicized provisions of 
Prop. 24 that forced the Legislature to conduct its 
business in public. 

Brown and his allies secretly swung into action to 
undermine these open meetings provisions. 

In June of 1986, a month after the appellate 
decision came down, the Legislative Counsel’s Of- 
fice came up with a secret opinion that Brown is 
now using to justify secret sessions. 

It’s a classic, by any Voltaire definition: The 
opinion was produced in secret, it has never been 
publicly released and its author, Deputy Legisla- 
tive Counsel Christopher J. Zirkle, refused to ad- 
mit to the San Jose Mercury News he wrote it. 

“T know it seems ridiculous,’’ Zirkle said. ‘‘But 
if. it hasn’t been released, I’m not allowed to 
acknowledge that an opinion exists.’’ Zirkle said 
state law prohibits his office from discussing legal 
work done for legislators. 

But the opinion, according to the April 3rd 
Legislative Bulletin of the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association, appears to be the only 
document the Legislature has to explain why its 
secret sessions — such as a recent Assembly 


“caucus of the whole’’ to discuss the Mercury 
News request for legislators’ driving records — do 
not violate Proposition 24 and the State Constitu- 
tion outlawing such secret meetings. 

Brown, seeking to justify the secret secrecy 
policy opinion, stated at a press conference last 
month that the Assembly had secretly discussed 
(and later purchased) a $250,000 life insurance 
policy for each member (at an annual cost to tax- 
payers of $106,400). Later, it was disclosed that the 
Senate Rules Committee had decided in secret ses- 
sion last year to pay legal bills for three senators 
who are seeking to overturn Prop. 73, a voter- 
approved initiative that limits campaign contribu- 
tions and restricts the mailing of publicly funded 
newsletters from politicians. And, as the CNPA 
bulletin makes clear, the secret opinion is also used 
to ‘‘justify routine closed sessions by the Senate 
Rules Committee in a variety of politically and 
financially sensitive matters, including appoint- 
ments and contractual matters.’’ 

What could be worse than providing the Willie 
Browns of Sacramento — who already abuse the 
public trust by representing private clients while on 
the public payroll and refusing to release their com- 
plete client list, fees and services they provide — 
with the unlimited ability to meet in secret on such 
matters as their own salary and benefit packages 
and their own political protection? (For example, 
to follow up the insurance policy point raised by 
Brown himself: Were the taxpayer-funded policies 
put out to competitive bid, who was the broker, 
what was the company and did the final award have 
anything to do with the legislators’ historic refusal 
to take on the insurance industry, etc?) 

Thus, the cycle of secrecy and corruption is com- 
plete: The lawmakers hold secret legislative sessions 
in defiance of a voter-approved initiative mandating 
open meetings and seek to justify them retroactively 
with a secret opinion the legislative counsel refuses to 
disclose. They then meet secretly to approve, among 
other things, secret payments of legal fees to try to 
overturn yet another voter-approved initiative that 
would curb campaign contributions and the legisla- 
tors’ publicly funded newsletters. All of which keeps 
the private attorneys/public legislators, and their 
clients, in power in virtual perpetuity in Sacramento 
and helps gridlock public-interest legislation. 

It’s time to scream bloody murder. 


Dannie Martin’s free speech 


prison journalism would be easy. But Martin, 

who is serving a long term for bank robbery, 
has persevered for more than two years, writing ar- 
ticles about prison life for the San Francisco 
Chronicle’s Sunday Punch section. He’s been 
harassed from the start (especially after writing ar- 
ticles critical of prison officials and their policies) 
and last year, the Chronicle had to go to court to 
get an order barring prison authorities from in- 
terfering with Martin’s First Amendment rights. 

But it now appears the court order is not enough. 
Since March 28th, Martin has been in solitary con- 
finement at the Federal Correctional Institution in 
Phoenix, stripped of his rights to interact with 
other inmates or even to talk by phone with his 
editor. He has not been charged with any offense: 
Prison officials told us only that Martin is ‘“‘under 
investigation’”’ for unspecified actions in connec- 
tion with an unspecified case. ; 

This is hardly an isolated instance. After the 
Chron obtained its court order, Martin was trans- 
ferred from Lompoc to Phoenix, and when he con- 
tinued writing, his editor, Peter Sussman, told us, 
prison officials began opening his mail (in apparent 
violation of regulations) and at one point refused 
to allow him to interview another inmate who 
wanted to discuss problems within the prison. 

In short, it smacks of a direct assault on 
Martin’s right to research, write and publish 
newspaper articles. 

Martin’s articles have educated the public, shed 
light on the often hidden world of federal prisons 
and, in at least one case, helped correct a terrible in- 


A OBODY EVER told Dannie Martin that 


justice. Just last week, a federal prisoner was 
released after a court decided — in the wake of a 
Dannie Martin article — that his punishment was 
grossly inconsistent with his crime. The man, inter- 
viewed by Martin in prison, had been found guilty of 
possessing an illegal firearm — an ancient, rusting 
and completely inoperable six-shooter that he’d 
had since he was a kid. 

Under federal prison regulations, Martin can 
be held indefinitely in solitary while prison of- 
ficials investigate a crime that may or may not 
have happened, and that may or may not have in- 
volved Martin (his record has been clean for the 
past three years). 

It’s an ugly, Kafkaesque situation, and there is 
no good reason for it to continue. If prison 
authorities have evidence to connect Martin to a 


‘crime, they should present it and charge him. If 


not, they should drop this dubious “‘investigation’’ 
and let him out of solitary. 

Journalist organizations like Media Alliance 
and the Northern California Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists have passed resolutions de- 
manding that Martin be charged or released. San 
Francisco’s congressional representatives, Barbara 
Boxer and Nancy Pelosi, and California Senators 
Alan Cranston and Pete Wilson should look into 
the case too, and pressure the Bureau of Prisons to 
quit its assault on the First Amendment. Con- 
cerned citizens can write to Warden Peter M. 
Carlson, Federal Correctional Institution, Box 
1700, Black Canyon State 1, Phoenix, Arizona 
85029.

A few comments on your People’s Park 
coverage. 

First, in Tim Redmond’s ‘‘Deja vu’’ column 
(Bay Guardian 3/22/89), he states that two people 
were killed in the 1969 battle for People’s Park. 
Wrong! James Rector was the only person who 
died. Check your facts — isn’t that the main job of 
a newspaper editor? 

Second, did writer Steve Stallone actually visit 
People’s Park? Nowhere is there a description of 
what the site looks like today. It’s a misnomer to call 
it a “‘park,”’ and who are the ‘‘people’’ who use it? 
Did he see any Berkeley residents, city officials or 
Cal students enjoying a leisurely picnic in the park? 

Isn’t it time we moved beyond the romanticized 
mythology of the ’60s and see People’s Park in the 
reality of today? Why are we afraid to say that the 
emperor has no clothes? New visitors to Berkeley 
can see for themselves that the place is a rubble- 
filled vacant lot that has become a homeless 
enclave — a post-Reagan hobo jungle — in the 
middle of a student community. Is that what 
Berkeley citizens want? 

It’s true that we should learn from history, but 
perhaps that lesson should be that we don’t let out- 
dated, radical, romantic nostalgia guide our lives 
for too long. People’s Park was a great idea, but it 
has gone to seed. It’s time for something new on 
the site.

SF’s police junta? 

It seems as if a police junta has taken over the 
city government. Chief Jordan is the acting mayor, 
POA police officer Paul Chignell a deputy mayor 
and Agnos a puppet mayor. 

The mess we have now is the result of Agnos 
(and other politicians) cozying up to the police 
union in order to get elected. The police depart- 
ment is a paramilitary organization and police of- 
ficers should be banned from organized political 
activity through their union, asis the U.S. military.

Mountain lion initiative: 
Trying to protect the mountain 
lion from ‘‘sport’’ hunting has 
become a tedious, cyclical 
battle. The legislature bans the 
hunt, the governor vetoes the 
ban, the Department of Fish 
and Game approves a hunt 
and the court rejects the Fish 
and Game plan. Now the Plan- 
ning and Conservation 
League, in conjunction with 
the Sierra Club and the 
Mountain Lion Coalition, is 
seeking to break the cycle 
with a statewide initiative for 
the June 1990 ballot. 

PCL Executive Director 
Gerald Meral told the Bay 
Guardian it would be a mistake 
to stop sport hunting — sport 
in this case means chasing a 
mountain lion with dogs, then 
shooting it out of a tree — 
without also addressing the 
underlying problem of de- 
clining habitat for both moun- 
tain lions and the deer on 
which they feed. Although it is 
still being refined, the proposal 
will probably set aside $30 mil- 
lion for protecting endangered 
species habitat, $10 million of 
which would go toward pur- 
chasing deer and lion habitat. 

Meral said that rather than 
impacting the state General 
Fund, the money would be 
taken first from special funds 
like the environmental license 
plate funds, unallocated 
tobacco tax money from 
Proposition 99, income tax 
deductions and bond money 
from Proposition 70, the Wild- 
life, Coastal and Park Land 
Bond Act. PCL was instrumen- 
tal in both Props. 99 and 70. 

PCL and the other backers 
of the initiative will need 
money for the campaign and 
canvassers to help them meet 
their goal of collecting 600,000 
signatures through volunteers.

NO-INTEREST 
CITY LOAN 

HELPS KQED 
BUY BUILDING 


KQED IS receiving a $1 million zero- 
interest loan from the city of San 
Francisco and the Ford Foundation to 
help underwrite the cost of buying a new 
building and state-of-the art studios, the 
Bay Guardian has learned. 

The money was initially earmarked to 
help build office space for local minority- 
owned light-industrial businesses. 

Gail Goldman, director of business 
attraction and retention for the Mayor’s 
Office, told the Bay Guardian the city 
and the foundation each will contribute 
$500,000 to help KQED finance the 
$23 million cost of buying and renovating 
the building at 2601 Mariposa St. 

The remaining financing will come from 
the Bank of Montreal. 

KQED officials acknowledged several 
months ago that the station planned to 
move its operations into the Mission 
District building, which was constructed 
with federal funds intended to assist 
minority-owned businesses. The city 
claims it could not find enough minority 
tenants, and agreed to sell the place to 
KQED to avoid foreclosure on the con- 
struction loans. 

Critics of KQED have speculated that 
the station was considering selling its 
glossy magazine, San Francisco Focus, to 
raise cash for the building purchase. The 
station commissioned Solomon Brothers, a 
New York investment banking firm, to 
study the feasiblity of selling the magazine 
and to solicit bids. 

However, after meeting in secret March 
23rd to review a Solomon Brothers report, 
the KQED board of directors announced it 
had decided to keep Focus and to sell the 
current KQED headquarters, at 500 8th 
Street, to KBHK-TV for $5 million. 

KQED President Tony Tiano told the 
Bay Guardian the station would not re- 
lease the Solomon Brothers report. How- 
ever Henry Kroll, a former board member 
and persistent critic of station policy, told 
the Bay Guardian he thinks the report 
might have shown that Focus would not be 
profitable without KQED’s tax-exempt 
status and the $1 million annual subsidy 
the magazine receives from the station’s 


200,000 members.

KOPP OPPOSES 
SCAVENGERS’ 
‘SLICK SWINDLE’ 
ON ESOP cosTs 


STATE SENATOR Quentin Kopp has 
called the attempt by the San Francisco 
scavengers to get the ratepayers to pay for 
an employee buyout a ‘‘slick swindle,’’ 
and has vowed to oppose a rate hike now 
before the city. 

Kopp’s involvement comes on the heels 
of a Bay Guardian investigative report that 
disclosed that Norcal Solid Waste Systems 
was treating the cost of an employee stock 
ownership plan as an operating expense, 


rather than as profit, for rate-making pur- 
poses (see ‘‘The scavengers and their 
scams,’’ Bay Guardian, 3/8/89). 

Norcal owns Sunset Scavenger Corp., 
Golden Gate Disposal and Sanitary Fill, 
the companies that collect and haul away 
San Francisco’s garbage. Rates charged by 
Sunset Scavenger and Sanitary Fill are reg- 
ulated by the city, and Golden Gate’s rates 
are indirectly linked to those charged by 
the other two subsidiaries. 

By charging ESOP costs as operating 
expenses, the company not only removes 
that money from the profit side of the led- 
ger, but because of the rate-making for- 
mula, it actually makes an additional pro- 
fit on the ESOP payments. The practice 
could cost city ratepayers a minimum of $4 
million a year and, according to some esti- 
mates, as much as $16 million a year. 

Kopp told the Bay Guardian he planned 
to file an official comment opposing a 
Sanitary Fill rent hike currently being con- 
sidered by city regulators. 

He also said he may put an initiative on 
the ballot to change the section of the City 
Charter that gives Norcal its present mon- 
opoly. That section, Appendix A, was 
approved in 1932 to regulate specific 
routes granted to independent operators, 
but there are no longer any independent 
operators and the routes established in 
1932 are no longer honored. 

Kopp said he would try to change the 
law to put commercial routes — and possi- 
bly residential routes, as well — out for 
competitive bids. 

“‘This could be the Kopp initiative for 
November of this year,’’ he said.

Is GOOD 
VIBRATIONS 
TOO HOT FOR 
‘PLAYBOY ? 


PLAYBOY MAGAZINE, which histori- 
cally has denounced the censorship of 
sexually explicit material, is refusing to run 
advertisements from Good Vibrations, a 
feminist-oriented San Francisco firm that 
sells sex toys and erotic books. 

Although the ads themselves contain no 
explicit material, they apparently clash 
with Playboy’s written policy of not 
accepting ads for items like dildos and 
vibrators or for ‘explicit sex books.”” 

But Good Vibrations’ Laura Miller 
charges that the ad rejection may have 
more to do with the store’s socially con- 
scious politics and the fact that it carries 
and promotes materials for people of all 
sexual orientations. 

Owned by therapist Joani Blank, Good 
Vibrations sells non-exploitative sex toys 
and, through its Sexuality Library, ed- 
ucational erotic and self-help books, 
through mail order and out of a Mission 
District store. The company recently sought 
to advertise its two catalogs in Playboy. 

After receiving notification that the ads 
(which promoted the store’s materials as 
“friendly, feminist and fun’’) would not 
tun, Good Vibrations sent a book catalog 
to Playboy account executive William 
Kurz, asking for clarification regarding the 
books the magazine found inappropriate. 
Kurz returned the catalog with the titles he 
found ‘‘most objectionable’ highlighted. 
They included, according to Miller, ‘‘ones 
dealing with male or female homosexuality 
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Native American students demanded that the 








university establish a Third World College. 





and ones with pictures of naked men.”’ 

Kurz also highlighted as objectionable 
Period, an educational book dealing with 
menstruation and targeted for pre-teenaged 
girls. Period has been recommended by 
both The Children’s Book Council and 
Family Circle Magazine. 

A Playboy spokesman declined to com- 
ment on the Good Vibrations’ decision, 
stating that the magazine reserves the right 
to refuse any ad. Like many publications, 
however, Playboy has developed a set of 
guidelines for advertising, including a 
detailed list of ‘‘unacceptable’’ categories. 
This list includes drug paraphernalia (‘“‘all 
items’’), weapons, Nazi or anti-Semitic 
paraphernalia, medical products with un- 
substantiated claims and x-rated video and 
audio cassettes. 

However, such categories as ‘‘explicit 
sex books’’ and ‘‘x-rated clothes’’ are 
vague enough to permit a wide range of 
interpretation, allowing the magazine to 
deem such books as Period objectionable. 
And while Playboy’s written policy is not 
to accept ads for such items as ‘‘candy- 
pants,”’ it has run one for the ‘‘Panty-of- 
the-Month.”’

THE SECRET 
CONDOMINIUM 
LIFE OF 

BILL MANDEL 


THE SECRET condo life of 
columnist Bill Mandel has become 
the latest chapter in the sordid 
saga of Examiner conflicts-of- 
interest. 

We've usually found Mandel to be a 
decent liberal — he was, after all, the 
only daily columnist to come out in favor 
of Prop. M back in 1983, when most of 
his colleagues found highrise controls 
almost as scary as Fidel Castro. Mandel’s 
also been pretty good on ethical issues — 
we’ve never caught him taking Herb 
Caen-style freebies, and he generally 
allows people he has trashed to respond in 
his column space. 

So we were surprised to read his March 
26th column promoting a real estate in- 
vestment broker who had what appeared 
to be a sophisticated scam to get around 
San Francisco’s condominium conversion 
limits. And we weren’t alone: By mid- 
week, several local tenant advocates had 
called us to complain about the column. 

That Sunday, under the title 
“Suddenly, housing is affordable,” 
Mandel went to great lengths to promote 
broker Fred Salem’s strategy for turning 
apartment buildings into condominiums. 
Salern typically rounds up five or six in- 
vestors, then pools their money to purchase 
a five-or six-unit apartment building. Each 
investor gets an equal share in the property 
— and his or her own apartment. Since all 
of the investors can claim to be ‘‘owners,’’ 
they can evict tenants under the San 
Francisco rent law’s owner-occupancy 
provision. 

San Francisco law strictly limits the 
number of rental units that can be con- 
verted each year to condos — but, as 
Mandel notes, the law says nothing about 
“tenancies in common.’ Mandel was so 
enthusiastic about the strategy that he 
published Salem’s phone number so 





interested investors could call. 

Tenant activists, however, pointed out 
two important things that Mandel had ne- 
glected to mention: Salem has faced tenant 
anger and in at least one case legal action, 
after evicting renters to make way for the 
new owners. And one of the people who 
now owns one of these fabulous, inexpen- 
sive new condo units is Bill Mandel. 

According to city records, Mandel and 
his wife purchased a 15.166 percent share in 
a Leavenworth Street building on March 3, 
1989. The broker was Fred Salem. 

Mandel told the Bay Guardian he had 
not known when he wrote the column that 
Salem had faced legal action over evic- 
tions. That involved other projects, 
Mandel said — in his building, there were 
no forced evictions. 

Mandel also insisted that he had 
received no special consideration from 
Salem, that he had paid the same price 
($114,000) as all the other investors and 
that he had not written the column until 
well after the deal was completed. 

However, Mandel agreed that ‘‘in retro- 
spect’’ it was a mistake not to reveal in the 
column that he had been one of Salem’s 
clients, and that his failure to do so “‘was 
probably a violation’’ of the Examiner’s 
ethical guidelines. 

Mandel defended his support for 
Salem’s work, saying that the broker’s 
creative strategy allowed ‘‘middle-income’’ 
people like himself who otherwise might 
be tenants for life to purchase their own 
homes. ‘‘I don’t see what’s wrong with 
people breaking out of the servitude of 
tenancy,”’ he said. 

He acknowledged that he had spoken to 
no tenant advocates before writing the 
column. Instead, he said, he had sought 
the evaluation of an ‘unbiased, impartial 
observer:’’ Deputy Mayor for Housing Bill 
Witte. ‘‘He worked for Feinstein, and now 
he’s working for Agnos, so I figured he 
had to be fairly impartial,’’ Mandel noted. 
Witte said he thought what Salem was 
doing was swell. 

Mandel said he would use some of his 
column space to publish a letter from 
tenant attorney Robert DeVries, who 
opposes Salem’s tactics. But he said he 
had decided not to mention his own role in 
a Salem deal because ‘‘it would give people 
the impression there might have been a 
quid pro quo, and there was none.”’ 

A question: In the wake of Philip 
Matier’s ethical problems (see Bay 
Guardian, 4/6/88) and now Mandel’s, 
isn’t it time for the Ex to give its fs 
employees a briefing on journalistic ethics?

Foreign policy comes home: 
Threats from Salvadoran right- 
wing death squads hit close to 
home — Los Angeles — 
shortly after the ARENA party 
won the Salvadoran presiden- 
tial election March 24th. Des- 
pite ARENA's long association 
with right-wing terrorism, its 
campaign tried to project an 
image of a kinder, gentler 
party and dissociate itself from 
death squads. 

However, the death-threat 
note received in Los Angeles 
by six Salvadoran refugees 
read, ‘‘Sons of bitches, com- 
munists, traitors. We won the 
elections and now we are rein- 
forcing our forces of justice 
here in El Salvador and out- 
side of the country.” 

Dozens of Salvadoran activ- 
ists in Los Angeles have re- 
ceived similar threats in the 


‘ past few years, according to 


the Central American Refugee 
Center there. In July 1987, two 
Central American activists 
were kidnapped — one also 
raped and tortured — but 
neither the police nor the FBI, 
which both conducted in- 
vestigations, came up with any 
suspects.

same issues that sparked the 1969 events. 

With the slogan ‘‘Open it up or shut it 
down,’’ black, Asian American, Hispanic 
and Native American students boycotted 
classes in winter 1969, demanding that the 
university establish a Third World College 
and recruit more minority students and 
faculty. Although reminiscences of the 
Free Speech Movement and People’s Park 
protests have overshadowed it in today’s 
press, Berkeley’s Third World Strike was 
one of the major events of the Sixties stu- 
dent movement, shutting down the cam- 
pus for the longest period and providing 
the occasion for then-Governor Reagan’s 
first use of the National Guard in a 
university. 

As the strike went on, more and more 
students of all ethnic groups joined it, and 
sympathetic faculty members started 
holding classes off-campus. Strikers con- 
ducted picket lines around the campus, 
“‘to educate people about the issues,’’ 
strike participant Sheron Smith told the 
Bay Guardian. 

Campus police confronted the dem- 
onstrators and ‘‘it turned into a pretty 
serious police matter, with lots of arrests,’’ 
strike leader Richard Aoki told the Bay 
Guardian. 

Governor Reagan sent in the National 
Guard, and, as participant Edel 
Villagomez told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘They 
gassed us inside [Sproul] hall, used their 
clubs — for three or four days it was 
heavier and heavier.”’ 

Police action, however, only strength- 
ened the strike. ‘‘People resented the 
presence of police on campus,”’ recalled 
Smith, ‘‘and it increased support. I was 
one of the people who got involved by 
volunteering to collect bail.’’ The strike 
ended when the university agreed to estab- 
lish an Ethnic Studies Department. That 
concession, however, fell short of the 
Third World College the protesters had 
originally sought. 

Smith said that over the years since the 


strike, the initial commitment to ethnic 
studies has produced major change in the 
curriculum, adding many more courses on 
the history, literature and concerns of non- 
European ethnic groups. This year Berke- 
ley students are trying to expand that com- 
mitment to a requirement that all students 
take an ethnic studies course. 

Sumi K. Cho, spokesperson for the 
Third World Strike Commemoration 
Committee, said the strike also opened up 
the university in other ways. ‘The student 
body is as diverse as it is today thanks to 
the strike,” she said, noting that more than 
50 percent of the students are of non-Euro- 
pean backgrounds. Faculty integration was 
less successful: Though minority faculty 
members were hired to create the Ethnic 
Studies Department, Cho said the rest of 
saat faculty is still predominately white and 

es 

_ As ex-strikers prepare their upcoming 
commemoration, students from all parts 
of the California higher education system 
are planning to rally in Sacramento April 
10th with a series of demands including 
recruitment of more minority faculty and 
students, programs to help students 
succeed and graduate, and more class 
offerings that reflect the experience of 
non-European groups. 

In particular, the students want the 
state’s new master plan for higher educa- 
tion to emphasize these goals. A draft plan 
from a bipartisan legislative committee 
headed by Assemblyman Tom Hayden 
(D-Santa Monica) does just that, with 
minority enrollment and hiring as its 
major themes, along with reeommenda- 
tions for expanding campuses, smoothing 
the path between community and four- 
year colleges and adopting a universal 
ethnic studies requirement. 

If the Legislature adopts those 
provisions, the 21st anniversary of the 
Third World Strike could be a happy event. 
If not, UC students could wind up where 
their predecessors were in 1969: back at the 
barricades.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Mayor Art Agnos’s approval 
of the current Mission Bay de- 
velopment plan raises serious 
questions about his commit- 
ment to affordable housing. 

The Mission Bay plan, rather 
than easing the housing short- 
age, would create an esti- 
mated 11,000-unit housing 
deficit. 

The Mission Bay site will 
have between 4.8 and 5.7 mil- 
lion square feet of office 
space. Calvin Welch, who 
works with the Council of 
Community Housing Organi- 
zations, explained why the 
numbers differ: ‘If you ask the 
city how many square feet of 
office space there will be, they 
say 4.8 million,'' he said. "But 
if you ask [the developer] 
Santa Fe Pacific, they say, 
without blinking, 5.8 million."’ 

According to city estimates, 
it would take 21,000 office 
workers to fully utilize 4.8 mil- 
lion square feet of commercial 
office space. City formulas 
also predict that those 21,000 
office workers would require 
approximately 19,000 units of 
housing. Meanwhile, the 
Mission Bay plan calls for only 
8,000 housing units, leaving a 
11,000-unit shortfall. 

Welch said the shortfall 
could not be remedied by a 
quick fix. ‘The city estimates 
that there is an annual need 
for 1,000 additional housing 
units,’ he said. ‘What this 
plan will do is create 11 years 
worth of housing demand in 
one swing.” 

Although a citizens commit- 
tee has drawn up an alterna- 
tive plan for the site, it appears 
that Agnos has cut a deal with 
Santa Fe Pacific and will 
ignore the alternative plan. Ira 
Kurlander, an architect who 
helped create the citizens’ 
alternative, condemned the 
present plan. ‘‘Its all going the 
wrong way,”’ he said. ‘‘Those 
so-called affordable housing 
units are going to cost every 
low-income tenant in the form 
of higher rents.”’ 

“The city wants to have the 
rezoning, development agree- 
ment and Environmental 
Impact Report done by June,"’ 
Welch said. ‘When we heard 
that we started laughing.”’ 
Besides the difficulty of getting 
such a large and complex proj- 
ect going so fast, there are still 
some significant issues that 
have yet to be addressed. The 
Mission Bay site has a major 
toxic contaminant problem, 
and the cleanup — to be done 
by Santa Fe Pacific — could, 
according to Welch, ‘‘be a 
deal breaker." Cost estimates 
for the cleanup start at $100 
million and go up. 

Also, who is going to over- 
see the 25-year buildout of the 
project, preventing shortcuts 
and ensuring plan compliance? 
Welch warned of one possible 
outcome of inadequate over- 
sight: ‘'What if — in light of 
this huge housing shortfall — 
Santa Fe Pacific front-loads all 
the housing so that no one will 
notice the shortfall until its too 
late in the project?” 


Pacific Rim trade? 


THE WASHINGTON Public Power Supply 
System — known by its critics as ‘“Whoops!”’ 
— has applied for an export permit for one 
of its deactivated nuclear power plants. 
Under the application, published in the 
Federal Register in February, WPPS 
has asked for permission to ship the defunct 
— and contaminated — reactor to the 
People’s Republic of China.

Hospital wars 


SEIU LOCAL 250 may have a more diffi- 
cult time bargaining with local hospitals 
after the recent break-up of the seven- 
member Affiliated Hospitals of San Fran- 
cisco. The AHSF had represented Presby- 
terian, St. Francis, St. Mary’s, Mt. Zion, 
Childrens, Marshall Hale and Seton 
Medical Center since 1960. 

The breakup, announced March 21st to 
Local 250 members, means that each hos- 
pital will negotiate on its own with the 
union, undoubtably making negotiations 
more complicated for the local’s 6,500 San 
Francisco members. The union’s con- 
tract with these hospitals comes up again 
in May, 1990. 


Agnos vs. comparable worth 


NEGOTIATORS FOR San Francisco’s 
city employee unions were startled during 
recent contract talks with the city when 
Deputy Mayor Claude Everhart proposed 
significant take-backs in the two-year-old 
comparable worth agreement. 

Comparable worth was instituted in 
1987 to correct longtime discrimination 
against women and minority city employ- 
ees, who traditionally have been paid less 
than white males in similar positions. 

Agnos, a supporter of comparable 
worth when it appeared on the ballot in 
1985, apparently saw the program as a 
source of needed budget cuts. 

The proposed plan would freeze pay 
equity increases for some of the 1,500 city 
employees in the program, and take away 
the increases outright from the rest, unless 
each employee can prove a history of dis- 
crimination to justify continuing the 
increase. This parallels the Reagan-Bush 
strategy on affirmative action: trying to 
restrict help to people who can prove they 
were victims of specific, individual acts of 
discrimination. 

When Everhart proposed the plan, one 
negotiator told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘We 
couldn’t believe it. We looked at each other 
in shock.’’ Another longtime political 
insider noted, ‘‘Wait ’til the liberals hear 
about this. Agnos campaigned for it, and 
now he wants to take it away.’’ 


Uh, not exactly 

LAST SUNDAY’S pro-choice march up 
Market Street had a number of humorous 
moments, including an amusing selection of 
chants and adaptations of popular songs. 

But one moment stood out. As the 
marchers passed by the Nordstrom store 
at Fifth and Market, a number of out-of- 
town shoppers wove their way through 
the moving crowd to get to the the doors 
of the city’s newest cathedral of 
consumerism. 

The marchers were chanting, ‘‘Keep 
our abortions safe and free!’’ But several, 
upon spying the bag-laden shoppers, al- 
tered the chant to,‘‘Keep our Nordstrom 
safe and free.”’ 

The shoppers, confused, smiled and 





moved through the crowd to the next 
perfume bar. 


Support for Medina 


POLICE COMMISSIONER Jose Medina 
will be honored April 7th for his politically 
courageous stand on the recent spate of 
police violence. 

The Instituto Laboral De La Raza will 
commend Medina for his open challenges 
to Police Chief Frank Jordan, his fellow 
police commissioners and Mayor Art 
Agnos. Medina criticized their stand on 
the Dolores Huerta case and the recent 
“see no evil’? Agnos press conference at 
which the Mayor exonerated police 
officers at the March 20th El Salvador 
demonstration, although none of the 
complaints had yet been investigated. 

Medina’s willingness to speak out on 
police misconduct has not made him 
popular with either Agnos or his fellow 
commissioners. But, said one insider, ‘‘He 
may have made a few enemies by taking a 
stand, but he has made a hell of a lot of 
friends.’’

Racism in the alternative press?

HERE’S A lot of racism in the mainstream news 
media. Major newspapers and broadcast outlets give 
scant coverage to minority communities, and fail to 
hire and promote adequate numbers of minority journalists. 

But what if we apply the same yardstick to the alternative 
media? They come up short. Alternative newspapers across 
the country rarely devote much news coverage to Third 
World communities, hire few minorities and are run almost 
exclusively by whites. The board of directors of the Associa- 
tion of Alternative Newsweeklies, representing 54 news- 
papers nationwide, is all white. 

This is not the blithering racism of David Duke. I know of 
no alternative editors who intentionally refuse to hire 
minorities. Rather, it’s the de facto racism that permeates 
U.S. society. For racism to continue, good people need only 
continue business as usual. 

The alternative weeklies should recognize they have a 
problem with racism, and lay some plans to correct it. 

Let’s take any old San Francisco alternative weekly — 
say, the Bay Guardian. Of ten editorial employees (reporters, 
editors, editorial assistants), none are minorities. Of a total 
of 66 full- and part-time workers, only 11 are Third World. 

The East Bay Express’s minority hiring practices are even 
worse. No minorities work in editorial, and of 30 full- and 
part-time staff, only one is Third World. 

I asked the editors why. 

Bay Guardian City Editor Tim Redmond says that as a 
small business, the Bay Guardian can only pay starting ed- 
itorial staffers between about $13,000 and $18,000 a year. He 
said the Guardian has recently offered jobs to several minori- 
ty applicants, but other media outbid them. 

“Qualified minority journalists that we want to hire get 
other job offers for vastly more money than we can afford,” 
he explains. 

Redmond adds, ‘‘Maybe white, middle-class college kids 
are more willing right now to take lower paying jobs. Maybe 
they’re more in a position to accept employment for reasons 
other than financial reward. Maybe minority journalists are 
less in a position to do that.” 

East Bay Express Editor John Raeside voiced similar sen- 
timents about minority freelance writers. ‘‘Many blacks and 
Hispanics don’t have the spare time to write freelance for the 
Express,’’ he tells Press Box. 

Clearly, people from well-to-do backgrounds can more 
easily take low-paying jobs in hopes of breaking into jour- 
nalism. But Redmond’s and Raeside’s explanation ignores a 
pertinent fact: Many Third World journalists accept low- 
paying jobs or contribute articles for free to minority com- 
munity media. 

For example, the salary range for a reporter/editor at the 
Philippine News is less than the Bay Guardian: 
$10,800 to $18,000 a year. Starting journalist salaries at the 
black community Sun Reporter newspaper are slightly 
higher, but roughly comparable to those of the Bay Guar- 
dian. 

Minority reporters make these sacrifices for the same 
reason that many white reporters work in the alternative 
media: a commitment to social change and an opportunity to 
break into the field. Why can’t the alternative media tap that 
same commitment? 

San Francisco Examiner reporter Raul Ramirez, who is ac- 
tive in the minority caucus at his paper, says alternative 
papers could attract more minority reporters if they seriously 
covered Third World communities. 

“The Bay Guardian has given stories on minority com- 
munities fourth priority,’’ he says. ‘“‘We see articles on music 
and cooking — but nothing on youth in Hunter’s Point. You 
don’t have to be black to cover that story.”’ 

Redmond admits that poor coverage of minority com- 
munities is ‘‘a problem and we ought to be changing it.”’ 


Ramirez, who also teaches journalism at San Francisco 
State University and the University of California at Berkeley, 
adds that since the Bay Guardian can’t compete with the 
dailies for experienced staff, it should seek out, hire and train 
aspiring minority journalists. 

“Young minority reporters are desperate to get published,” 
says Ramirez. ‘‘They’d love to work at the Bay Guardian. I 
think the Guardian can find people if it really tries.’’ 

The Guardian, East Bay Express and other alternative 
papers can learn from the success of Berkeley’s Radio KPFA 
at desegregating its staff. KPFA faces even more difficulties 
than alternative newspapers because it cannot afford to pay 
any money to hundreds of volunteer programmers. 

When I had my first show at KPFA in 1969, station per- 
sonnel were virtually all white. Today, 34 percent of KPFA’s 
29 full- and part-time staff are minorities. The station has a 
Third World Department, and features many other minority 
programmers. Improvement is needed, but KPFA is light 
years ahead of most alternative media. 

Bari Scott, director of the Third World Department, says 
it’s been a tough fight. In the 1960s and early 1970s, says 
Scott, ‘‘this place was real Eurocentric. If white people 
didn’t understand it, it didn’t exist.’’ She says that Eurocen- 
trism permeated programming and hiring practices. 

As a result of protests by Third World volunteers, KPFA 
began providing better air time to minority programmers 
about 1970. The Third World Department was formed in 1974, 

In 1982, the Third World Department originated the idea 
of a special apprenticeship program to train volunteers in 
radio production and programming. The station established 
the program and for the past three years a California Arts 
Council Grant has paid 50 percent of the cost. KPFA pays 
the other half. 

The first class was all Third World volunteers, and the pro- 
gram continues to have a strong affirmative action component. 

KPFA Manager Pat Scott calls the program ‘‘extremely 
successful.’’ Classes meet once a week, for 18 months. 
Students learn by helping produce programs for various de- 
partments at the station. 

Scott says the program not only brings more minorities to 
KPFA, but to the industry as a whole. ‘‘Eighty percent of the 
people who finish the class,’’ she says, ‘‘get jobs in radio.”’ 

Similarly, the news department has established an affirm- 
ative action plan, according to Co-News Director Mark 
Mericle. KPFA seeks to recruit minority reporters from stu- 
dent and community groups. 

Since 1982 Mericle has headed up a training program for 
volunteers with no radio reporting background. Students at- 
tend a six-week class and must volunteer at KPFA for at least 
one day a week for six months. Out of a total of 15 volunteers 
in the current class, Mericle says five are minorities. 

Mericle says the department still needs to increase the 
number of Third World reporters. ‘‘We’re asking people to 
be professional reporters for no pay. That’s very hard.”’ 

But the station as a whole has certainly set an example for 
other alternative media. Alternative media editors I know 
sincerely want to hire more minorities. They don’t know 
how. Here are some suggestions. I’d like to see the alternative 
weeklies throughout the country commit to the following: 
@ Immediately improving their coverage of Third World 
communities. 
® Actively seeking out Third World freelance contributors. 
@ Hiring and promoting Third World journalists and other 
staff in proportion to the population of the area. 

@ Establishing intern/training programs that specifically 
recruit minority students and activists interested in becom- 
ing journalists. 

I’ll let readers know the response of alternative newspaper 
editors in a future column.

WHY JOHNNY 
CAN'T TEACH 


Maybe its because the educational system won't let him. 
For once, that's the issue behind the battle between

OMETIME LATE this May, 

San Francisco’s 3,900 public 

school teachers and classroom 

aides will decide — for the 

fourth time in eight years — 

which of two rival unions will serve as 

their official bargaining agent with the 

San Francisco Unified School District. 

The election, as usual, has generated 

a heated campaign, and as usual, it’s 

expected to be close. As usual, both the 

California Federation of Teachers, an 

affiliate of the American Federation of 

Teachers, and the current bargaining 

agent, the San Francisco Classroom 

Teachers Association, a National 

Education Association affiliate, are 
predicting victory. 

There is, however, a difference this 


year — and it could mark the beginning * 


of a revolution for San Francisco’s 
public schools. In the past, teachers 
union election campaigns have revolved 
around wages, benefits and other tradi- 
tional workplace concerns. This year, 
the decisive issue could be the restructur- 
_ ing of public education in San Francisco. 


A group of rank-and-file activist 
teachers calling themselves the Com- 
mittee for Teacher-Run Schools is 
pushing for an AFT victory, emphasiz- 
ing the leadership of the national union 
and its president, Albert Shanker, in 
promoting a profoundly different 
model of educational management. 

Advocates call the new model ‘‘re- 
structuring,’’ and it’s slowly taking 
hold in a handful of cities, from Syra- 
cuse, New York to Miami, Florida. 
Teachers and administrators in those 
cities are generally pleased with the 
results (see sidebar). 

Restructuring is not a detailed plat- 
form of specific reforms as much as it is 
a vision for democratizing the schools. 
The idea is to find ways to involve 
students, parents, administrators and 
teachers in the educational process in 
ways that build participation. Instead 
of focusing only on the three Rs of 
traditional education, restructuring 
also focuses on the three Cs — com- 
munity, cooperation and commitment. 

At the core of any successful restruc- 
turing program is teacher ‘‘profes- 
sionalization.”’ In large, bureaucratic

school districts like San Francisco’s, 
teachers often complain that they are 
not treated as professionals. Instead of 
working with other teachers, parents 
and principals to find the best way to 
educate their students, they are often 
isolated in individual classrooms, 
presenting standardized curricula 
developed by district and state 
administrators. 

Although specific programs vary, re- 
structuring generally involves: 
@ Peer review and assistance for 
teachers: In most districts, including 
San Francisco, teachers answer only to 
administrators outside the classroom 
and in district offices far removed — 
physically and mentally — from the 
school. In the new model, teachers 
review and assist each other. 
@ On-site school management: 
Instead of just implementing decisions 
made by a central administration, a 
school’s teachers and principals have a 


certain amount of freedom to make © 


their own decisions in areas like schedul- 
ing, classes and curriculum, so they can

around the country have for 

as long as a decade been using 
various components of the educa- 
tional restructuring plan advocated 
by the American Federation of 
Teachers — and the responses from 
administrators and teachers con- 
tacted by the Bay Guardian were 
universally favorable. 

Teachers at middle schools in 
Syracuse, New York, for example, 
have taught in teams for the past ten 
years. Instead of one teacher with 
one area of expertise having groups 
of 25 students at a time in her or his 
classroom, a team of five teachers is 
jointly responsible for a group of 
125 students for an entire year. 

Each of the five teachers spe- 
cializes in one area — math, science, 
social studies, mathematics, English 
or reading — but as a team they are 
encouraged to develop a multidis- 
ciplinary curriculum tailored to 
their students. 

According to Jo-Anne Nayo, an 
administrator in the Syracuse dis- 
trict’s’ Instructional Division, 
teachers who work in teams tend to 
be happier than their peers who 
work independently. ‘‘When you’re 
part of a team,’’ she told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘“‘you have to work 
together. You have collegiality.”’ 

And the benefits aren’t limited to 
teachers. ; 

Last year, the Syracuse schools 
expanded the program to include 
high school freshman. ‘‘Ninth- 
grade teachers found discipline 
problems were greatly reduced. The 
kids seem to feel they were part of a 
team,’’ Nayo said. 

It’s been five years since the 
Hammond, Indiana school district 
first tried site-based management. 
Each school is given a budget, but 
decisions about how to spend the 
budget are left up to a group of 
teachers, administrators and 
parents at each school. In the high 
schools, students also participate in 
the decision-making. 

Assistant Superintendent Tom 
Knarr told the Bay Guardian that 
since implementing site-based 
management, enrollment has in- 
creased after several years of decline 
and the vandalism rate has dropped 
by 50 percent. 

“We can’t prove,’’ he added, 
“that our student achievement — 
which is up — is directly related to 
our management model, but it is an 
indication.”’ 

He said the new system has also 
essentially eliminated labor strife. 
“The rank-and-file truly feel that 
they are a partner in the thing called 
educating our children,” he said, ad- 
ding that the local union president 
even offered to consider concessions 
on wages to help fund an in-service 
training for the governing bodies on 
how to reach decisions by consensus. 

Knarr said that for any district to 
succeed in restructuring, it should 
“start out slowly and be patient. 
Pick four or five of your best 
schools where you can almost guar- 
antee success.’’ Success, he said, also 
requires principals ‘“‘who share a vi- 
sion that’s out of the ordinary”’ anda 
strong, committed union. He said 
that as long as two unions are bat- 
tling for bargaining rights, they will 
try to undercut each other. 


S EVERAL SCHOOL districts 
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When asked about instituting 
site-based management in San 
Francisco, where such a conflict 
exists, Knarr said, “I would say 
forget it until the teachers get their 
act together.”’ 

Knarr’s concerns were echoed by 
Lynn Shenkman, a supervisor of 
professionalism, information and 
publications for the Dade County 
School District. The district, which 
includes Miami, is the fourth largest 
in the country. It boasts a special 
Bureau of Professionalization and 
has instituted a program called 
‘‘professionalization of educa-

tion,’’ which Shenkman said goes 
beyond site-based management by 
maximizing the input of different 
groups — in some cases including 
students and service personnel — in 
decisions like staffing, budgeting 
and scheduling. ' 

“It’s changing the culture of an 
entire organization,’’ she told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘It’s a mind set.” 

Success, she said, requires max- 
imum cooperation, commitment 
and communication from the 
school board, the superintendent, 
top administrators, principals and 
the teachers’ union. 

Spokespeople for the several dis- 
tricts we spoke with all said they had 
encountered no major opposition 
to restructuring. The only resis- 
tance, administrators told us, came 
from principals and from hard-line 
union teachers who feared ‘‘being 
in bed with management.”’ 

Scott Thomson, executive direc- 
tor of the National Association of 
Secondary School Principals, told 
the Bay Guardian his organization 
supports on-site management and 
similar measures, but added that the 
association has sought to ensure 
that teachers and principals play dif- 
ferent roles under such a manage- 
ment plan. 

“Make sure you differentiate be- 
tween teacher empowerment on one 
hand,’’ he said, ‘‘and union em- 
powerment on the other, where the 
union tries to become the power 
broker at the school level just as it 
has been the power broker at the dis- 
trict level.’’ 

Shenkman noted that ‘‘some peo- 
ple feel threatened at the thought of 
empowering teachers, but we see it as 
making everyone more powerful.”’

tailor them more closely to the specific 
needs of that school and its students. 

@ Shared decision-making: School 
decision-making is restructured to give 
teachers greater power. 

@ Everyone at the school, including 
principals, teaches: In exchange, 
teachers, in some cases, share in school 
management, student counseling, and 
administrative tasks. 


N SAN Francisco, Jonathan 
Frank, who teaches science at Mis- 
sion High, and Larry Prager, a 
teacher at James Lick Middle 
School, had been complaining for 
years about the failures of the local 
school system, With a top-heavy, expen- 
sive and often incompetent administra- 
tion staffed to an alarming extent by 
political patronage appointees, the 
district was almost incapable of pro- 
viding decent education, they argued. 
And all of the “‘reforms”’ they saw — 
whether promoted by the union, the 
superintendent or the school board — 
seemed to make very little difference. 

In 1988, the two ran across an article 
in American Educator describing a 
radical alternative for how a school 
district could be structured. The article 
profiled the public school system in 
Koln-Holweide, West Germany, a dis- 
trict serving an economically, ethnically 
and intellectually diverse student body, 
and facing many of the same problems 
as San Francisco schools. 

The West German district had 
adopted, it turned out, essentially the 
same model that was already being im- 
plemented in several United States cities 
— and promoted by the AFT. Frank 
and Prager formed the Committee for 
Teacher-Run Schools and set about 
organizing their colleagues. They’ve 
been holding meetings, working phone 
banks and buttonholing teachers in 
hallways and lunchrooms, presenting 
the case for restructuring and pushing 
for an AFT victory. 

Since this sort of program (which 
results in a dramatically smaller ad- 
ministration) is not something most ad- 
ministrators tend to support, Frank and 
Prager decided that a movement for 
change would have to come from the 
teachers union. The election of the AFT 
would be the first step. 

Joan-Marie Shelley, the local AFT 
president, has happily accepted restruc- 
turing as a cause celebre. ‘“‘The AFT has 
been in the forefront of restructuring 
across the country,’’ she said. ‘‘Basically, 
it is an opportunity for the profes- 
sionalizing of the the teaching job.”’ 

The AFT, however, has been out of 
favor with San Francisco public school 
teachers since 1979, when the union led 
the teachers into a disastrous strike. 
Angry with what they saw as inept 
union leadership, teachers voted out 
the AFT and certified the SFCTA as 
their bargaining agent in 1981. 

Three times since then, the AFT has 
tried a comeback, and each time a 
majority of the teachers has voted to 
stay with the SFCTA. But each time, 
the gap has narrowed. 

In recent years, SFCTA leadership 
has found itself in some rather 
awkward predicaments. In 1985, for 
example, SFCTA President Judy 
Dellamonica revealed that her salary as 
president of the union was being paid 
by the school district, under a secret 
‘side agreement”’ she struck with then- 
Superintendent Robert F. Alioto. 
Neither the public nor the Board of 
Education was aware of the arrangement 
until Dellamonica revealed it to the Bay 
Guardian in December 1985. 

The AFT, meanwhile, still maintains a 
loyal following among the district’s 
teaching corps. Activists on all sides agree 
that each union has the hard and fast loy- 
alty of about one-third of the teachers. 
The loyalties of the remaining third have 
shifted, and those shifts have determined 


the outcome of the past elections. In 
1986, the SFCTA won recertification by 
just 60 votes. AFT local president Shelley 
told the Bay Guardian that San Francisco 
teachers have seen their working condi- 
tions deteriorate over the years. ‘“There 
has been a dramatic increase in class size, 
teachers have less time for interaction 
with parents and they often have no con- 
trol over their lesson plans,”’ she said. The 
push of these dissatisfactions and the pull 
of the AFT’s vision of professionalization 
could put the AFT over the top this time. 


VEN IF the AFT wins this 

election and replaces the 

SFCTA, restructuring would 

probably face a long, up- 

hill fight in the San Fran- 
cisco schools. 

Bruce Goldberg, co-director of the 
AFT Center for Restructuring in 
Washington, D.C., told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘‘There is a classic resistance 
to this type of program, from admin- 
istrators, teachers and parents. There is 
resistance because people are holding on- 
to the old historical tradition of schools, 
the factory model.” 

According to Goldberg, that resis-

tance is to be expected. ‘‘A manage- 
ment person will respond to this type of 
idea by saying, ‘I worked 25 years to 
become a principal, and now they are 
trying to take that away from me.’ ”’ 

Goldberg said a few school districts 
have managed to conquer that initial 
resistance — but the task wasn’t 
easy. ‘‘You have to have a common, 
shared vision of the idea throughout 
the district — teachers, management 
and school board,’’ he said. ‘‘There 
has to be a broad ownership of the pro- 
gram, and at the same time there has to 
be elbow room to maneuver and adjust.”” 

According to Goldberg, restructur- 
ing cannot simply be imposed as a 
whole on a school district. ‘‘Restruc- 
turing is an ecological process,’’ he 
said. ‘‘As one thing changes, other things 
change in sequence.” 

Goldberg said these changes, where 
they have been instituted, have had a 


‘positive effect on students and staff. 
“Kids do better and teachers’ morale 


improves,’’ he said. ‘‘I went to one 
school and I could feel the electricity 
there. It was obvious.”’ 

Frank said he sees restructuring as a 
way to capture the unused talent that 
lies dormant in the public schools. 
‘There are creative people at the ad- 
ministrative, teaching and paraprofes- 
sional levels of this school district,’’ he 
said. ‘‘But they aren’t allowed now to 
express and fully use that creativity.”’ 

He said peer review, site-based man- 
agement, shared decision-making and 
universal teaching responsibilities are 
keys to tapping into the creative capa- 
city of district staff — and improving 
the effectiveness of reaching students. 
“T can’t understand why anyone in the 
school system would fight against 
creating more meaningful interaction 
between adults and kids,’’ he said. 

Frank acknowledged that full re- 
structuring might be many years away. 
But he said that San Francisco could 
start almost immediately to implement 
a few of the pieces. For example, he 
suggested the idea of creating the posi- 


tion of ‘‘master teacher’’ for the 
district’s more experienced teachers. 
“There is an enormous amount ol 
knowledge and talent in the older 
teachers of this district,’ he said. “‘The 
older teachers should be passing that on 
to the younger teachers. 

“‘Why can’t we set aside a few days 
for those teachers to allow them to pass 
that on to the rest of us?” 

Frank also argued that schools 
should emphasize extended contact be- 
tween the teachers and the students. 
‘The same teachers should be with the 
same students as much as possible,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘If possible, teachers should have 
kids for more than one year.”’ 


OT SURPRISINGLY, 

Frank’s, Goldberg’s and 

Shelley’s ideas are not en- 

thusiastically supported 

by the district manage- 
ment — at least not to the point of will- 
ingness to adopt them. 

Superintendent Ramon Cortines 
told the Bay Guardian that while he en- 
couraged input from the entire school 
community, restructuring was not 
necessarily a new or better concept for 
school management. ‘‘I do not believe 
that there is anything new in the school 
reform movement,’’ he said. While 
Cortines said that ‘‘I am on the record 
in support’ of many of the ideas Frank 
and his fellow teachers put forward, he 
insisted that certain elements of the cur- 
rent system had to remain in place for 
schools to operate efficiently. 

“] think there is a role for the ad- 
ministrator and a role for the teacher,”’ 
he said. ‘‘I am not willing to reorganize 
the district and turn the district over to 
[the teachers].’? He added that any 
move toward experimenting with some 
of the principles of restructuring 
schools would probably have to come 
from the teachers themselves. ‘‘The 
teachers have to help make this work,”’ 
Cortines said. ‘‘They have to sell their 
own peers on the idea.” 

Both Frank and Goldberg, however, 
emphasized that effective restructuring 
requires cooperation between the 
school superintendent and the union. 
“The districts that have been successful 
in implementing restructuring have had 
unions that have worked closely with the 
superintendent,’’ Frank said. ‘‘The thrust 
is working together, not confrontation.” 

In the immediate future, however, 
any debate between the AFT and Cor- 
tines may be overshadowed by the 
debate among the teachers themselves. 
As long as the two rival unions are 
fighting for power, experts say, any 
hope of implementing a restructuring 
program will be seriously diminished. 

SFCTA President Dellamonica did 
not return Bay Guardian phone calls. 
However, by all indications, SFCTA is 
ignoring the restructuring question in 
the campaign — and since taking over 
from the AFT eight years ago, SFCTA 
has done very little to promote major 
educational changes. 

If the vote in May leaves the SFCTA 
as the teachers’ bargaining agent, re- 
structuring will probably not make it 
into San Francisco schools — even as 
an experiment — for some time. And if 
the AFT wins by only a small margin, 
the new union representatives will 
probably spend most of their time in 
the first year or so establishing and 
stabilizing a base of support. 

But if the AFT does win, it will be 
due in part to the work of Frank, 
Prager and the like — teachers who are 
more devoted to an educational mis- 
sion than to a specific union. It’s un- 
likely they will back off from their de- 
mands that the AFT push for restructuring 
— and if they want to stay in power, union 
officials will have to respond. 

One way or another, restructuring is 
now firmly on the agenda for the San 
Francisco public schools. And if 
Frank, Prager and their colleagues help 
pull off a victory for the AFT, the 
forces of change will be hard for any- 
body to ignore. |

If you’ve ever dreamed of pirate caves 
with treasure hidden somewhere deep 
within their darkest recesses, maybe 
you’re a secret spelunker. (Except spe- 
lunkers don’t like that word; they prefer 
to be known as ‘‘cavers.’’) If you’re an 
eager but nervous novice, come along to 
a meeting, sign up for a beginner’s trip 
and get the training you need. 

You start out simply, in a simple 
cave, and get used to the feeling of be- 
ing underground — an awareness of 
the cave environment. The simple cave 
is a horizontal cave, and you walk or 
crawl through its passages. If you find 
this exciting, just wait until the next 
stage, which is the vertical cave! But 
before you attack that, you’ll need 
some equipment and tips on such skills 
as rope-rigging and climbing, since you 
enter a vertical cave by dropping down 
into it. The club will help with all this. 

This grotto, or chapter, goes on trips 
to places like Santa Cruz, the Mother 
Lode, Mt. Shasta or the Stanislaus 
River to find caverns and explore them.

WAR STARS: THE SUPERWEAPON 
AND THE AMERICAN IMAGI- 
NATION By H. Bruce Franklin. Oxford, 
1988, 256 pages, $22.95.

FTER URGING sstu- 
dents to occupy the Stan- 
ford University Comput- 
er Center as a protest 
against the Vietnam War, 
H. Bruce Franklin earned a reputation as 
ascholar-luminary of the left, his notorie- 
ty enhanced by the fact that Stanford 


later fired him from a tenured position 
for his political zeal. Since then he has 
been a literature professor at Rutgers in 
New Jersey, teaching courses in 
American culture and writing books. 

Most recently, Franklin has turned his 
attention to the culture of wars and 
weapons. In War Stars: The Super- 
weapon and the American Imagination, 
he examines 200 novels, movies and video 
games, concluding that submarines, 
bomber planes, atom bombs and SDI 
space shields are more than just fixations 
of the military and militarily minded. 

Rather, Franklin says, their design is 
deeply rooted in the American myth of 
cultural destiny, and their deployment 
follows an onslaught of cultural pro- 
paganda. 

Popular culture paves the way for 
superweapons, Franklin claims in his in- 
troduction. ‘“‘American weapons and 
American culture cannot be understood 
in isolation from each other....To 
create the objects that menace our ex- 
istence, some people first had to imagine 
them,’’ Franklin looks at ways Ameri- 
cans have first imagined, then built, then 
used their weapons, all of which were 
ostensibly built only for defense. 

Franklin shows that America’s obses- 
sion with the ultimate weapon began with 
Robert Fulton, the early-American in- 
ventor famous for his steamship. In the 
late 1790s Fulton also designed a sub- 
marine that he hoped could be used to 
destroy the British navy, thus bringing

H. Bruce Franklin, author of War

excerpt from the interview con- 
ducted with him at that time. 

Here we are, for the first time in 
the species faced with the threat of 
something that could exterminate 
us as a species, and we did it — we 
built it. And we built it in the belief 

_ that we were making ourselves more 
secure, making the world more 
secure — all kinds of good inten- 
tions. So what I wanted to get to [in 
War Stars] was, why do we think 
like that? What is our imagination, 
how do we see things and what are the 
cultural forces that form our imagina- 
tion and make us see things this 
way? So then the focus shifts to the 
culture itself — to movies and novels 
and video arcades, and back decade 
after decade to the 18th century. 

I don’t agree with Einstein’s 
statement [that the bomb changed 
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everything but the way people 
think] — in fact, one of the underly- 
ing principles in my method in this 
book is to look at the back and forth 
interplay between how we do things 
and our weapons: How our culture 
generates the weapons, but also 
how the weapons change the 
culture. 

When we have a society that 
makes one of its main goals produc- 
ing and deploying weapons that can 
exterminate at least tens of millions, 
if not billions, of people from the 
face of the planet, that has very pro- 
found influences on every part of 
our life — not just the culture in 
general, but on our own individual 
psychology. We can’t deal with that 
ethically, we can’t deal with the 
practical consequences of that in 
our daily lives. We have to make 
fundamental distortions in the way 
we perceive reality if we’re going to 
take things that are centrally impor- 
tant and just pretend that they’re 
not there. 


harmony to the new American states and 
ushering in a new age of reason. 

The newest superweapon, linked by 
history to Fulton’s submarine, is SDI 
(Star Wars), a precursor of which 
Franklin locates in a 1940 movie starring 
— you guessed it, Ronald Reagan. In the 
film, Reagan blasts a spy plane out of the 
air with a “new superweapon,”’ a defen- 
sive beam designed to ‘‘make America in- 
vincible.”’ 

Examples of the links between popular 
culture and superweapons abound in this 
well-researched and highly readable 
literary history. For instance, Franklin 
found a slew of ‘“‘future-war’’ popular 
novels that, in the early years of this cen- 
tury, featured nuclear-like superweapons 
used to fight global wars. In such works 
as The Vanishing Fleets (1907), The Man 
Who Ended War (1908) and The Man 
Who Rocked the Earth (1914), Franklin 
found plots that involved radioactive and 
atomic weapons. 

In Disney’s 1943 animated movie, Vic- 
tory Through Air Power, American 
bombers blacken the sky as omnipotent 
machines, then magically transmute into 
an ‘American eagle that claws the 
Japanese octopus to death... . Japan is 
bombed and burned into ruins with no 
human image of suffering, terror or 
death on the screen.”’ 

And, Franklin writes, weeks before 
announcing his SDI plan, then-president 
Reagan told reporters during a trip to 
Disney’s Epcot Center that to appreciate 
the beneficial influence of video games all 
you have to do is “watch a 12-year-old 
take evasive action and score multiple hits 
while playing Space Invaders.”” 

Franklin’s combing of early American 
history, forgotten novels and archival 
films can give the reader valuable insight 
into the reasons why we face such a pre- 
sent danger from superweapons. 

“The connections between popular 
mythology and America’s superweapons 
are almost too perfect to be believed,”’ 
Franklin told a group at Cody’s 
Bookstore in Berkeley in January. “If 
you change a few words of Fulton’s, you 
have a pitch for Star Wars. Fulton 
wanted to build the ultimate defensive 
weapon in order to bring about the reign 
of reason. Now, SDI proponents believe 
it’s more practical to shoot down 10,000 
weapons after they’ve been launched 
than to dismantle them before they’re off 
the ground.” 

Franklin’s book deals primarily with 
the products of the American imagina- 
tion that fuel what is now regarded as the 
permanent war economy or the military- 
industrial complex. However, he also 
reviews the works of an alternative 
American imagination that sees amodern 
age not convinced of its own automated, 
thermonuclear self-destruction. Books 
like Kurt Vonnegut’s Slaughterhouse 
Five and Joseph Heller’s Catch-22 and 

movies like Dr. Strangelove satirize and 
question the wisdom of “‘peace through 
military strength.” 

In the end, Franklin remains guarded 
about the future. He thinks that SDI has 
helped to neutralize the nascent nuclear 
freeze movement, and he warns that a 
new genre of survivalist science-fiction 
novels such as Jerry Ahern’s The Sur- 
vivalist, D.B. Drumm’s Traveler, 
Richard Harding’s Outrider and Ryder 
Stacy’s Doomsday Warrior actually 
celebrate nuclear holocaust, reinforcing 
in their imaginative worlds the Reagan- 
Bush scenario of a “‘winnable nuclear 
war.” 

On the other hand, Franklin thinks the 
1983 U.S. Catholic bishop’s pastoral let- 
ter against nuclear weapons, the increase 
in anti-nuclear weapons curriculum in 
schools and the 1987 U.S.-Soviet INF 
treaty indicate a popular will to dismantle 
the superweapons of the ’80s. 

Franklin concludes his book with 
hope: ‘‘Who knows; perhaps our descen- 
dants will be able to look back at the 
culture of superweapons as a strange 
aberration in the prehistory of 
humanity.”

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DOGGED 
ART 


THE DOG IN ART FROM ROCOCO 
TO POST-MODERNISM By Robert 
Rosenblum. Harry N. Abrams, 119 
pages, $27.50.

AS THE WORLD gone 

to the dogs? Apparently 

so, at least according to 

distinguished art historian 

Robert Rosenblum of 
New York University. Straying off the 
scholar’s beaten path is nothing new for 
Rosenblum: For the past three decades 
he’s relished his role as the art historian’s 
Marco Polo. This pioneer spirit has often 
yielded rich rewards, including seminal 
texts on cubism, late 18th-century art 
and the avant-garde neoclassicist Jean- 
Auguste Ingres. On his latest venture, 
however, Rosenblum has fled the 
scholar’s ivory tower and ended up in the 
doghouse. 

The roughly 200 years surveyed in The 
Dog in Art From Rococo to Post-Mod- 
ernism finds man’s best friend center 
stage as we come face to face with 
pooches ranging from cuddly rococo lap- 
dogs gracing the palaces of dukes and 
duchesses to scruffy graffiti street dogs 
kenneled within New York City’s subway 
stations. 

Lest you get the idea this is merely 
another coffee table art book of photo- 
genic mutts captured in cutesy poses, 
Rosenblum makes clear from the outset 
that due to “drastically new interpreta- 
tions of both wild and domestic 
beasts ... no animal could tell the 
story of modern art and culture better 
than the dog.’’ 

Happily, Rosenblum’s vast erudition 
never becomes a boring recitation of 
obscure facts that might interest students 
in a post-graduate seminar but would 
probably lull the rest of us to sleep. In- 
deed, his writings are virtually unique in 
their accessibility to scholar and layman 
alike. Like all good writers, he fuses the 
facts into a lively and engrossing nar- 
Tative. 

For instance, we learn that megalo- 
maniacal despots were not the only ones 
to have towering monuments erected in 
their glory. A drawing from 1779 reveals 
that even a lowly doghouse can soar to 
heights usually reserved for Greco- 
Roman deities. Resembling a classical 
temple whose columns could have been 
taken from the Acropolis in Athens and 
whose domed roof definitely recalls the 
Roman Pantheon, Sir John Soane’s 
design for a Canine Residence would 
have been home to the dog of Frederick 
Harvey, a wealthy patron of neoclassic 
art. But like so many. architectural fan- 
tasies dreamed up during the late 18th 
and early 19th centuries, this one never 
made it off the drawing board. 

Traipsing into the 19th century, we 
find James Ward’s shaggy protagonist of 
Buff, a Black Poodle (1812) perched ona 
narrow precipice above a tempestuous 
sea. Like many a melodrama staged dur- 
ing Romanticism’s heyday, Buff plays 
the amusingly theatrical lead the way a 
method actor might. Posed like a sentry 





guard steadfastly alert, fur billowing into 
the wind, Buff vigilantly keeps watch 
over his Wagnerian homestead. 

Of course, no history of the dog in art 
would be complete without a nod to Nip- 
per, the RCA terrier who has been spin- 
ning on turntables for nearly a century. 
Interestingly enough, His Master’s Voice 
underwent a number of changes before 
catapulting to fame and becoming one of 
the first icons of the 20th century to sing 
the praises of high technology and Madi- 
son Avenue advertising. Its creator, the 
marketing-savvy but otherwise obscure 
artist Francis Barraud, had Nipper’s 
countenance copyrighted before offering 
it to the Edison Bell Company, which 
promptly turned it down. 

Shortly thereafter, the Gramophone 
company agreed to purchase Barraud’s 
painting on the proviso he remove the 
Edison phonograph and replace it with 
Gramophone’s own latest product, a 
phonograph that played a flat disc. As 
music lovers everywhere know, the rest is 
history. 

Rosenblum demonstrates that our 
four-legged friend continues to loom 
large in paintings up to the present day. 
While the 20th century’s canine menager- 
ie contains delightful oddities like a 
precocious paper cutout of “‘Klipper’’ by 
a 13-year-old Pablo Picasso or Salvador 
Dali’s surreal beagle, whose collar dou- 
bles as an ancient Roman bridge in a typi- 
cally hallucinatory landscape, other 
works strike more somber notes, such 
as the images of stray mongrels 
wandering aimlessly amidst the rubble 
of war-torn Europe. 

As Rosenblum writes in his preface, 
he was both smiling and serious when 
he undertook this project. And fitting- 
ly so, for this is the reaction that dog 
lovers everywhere will experience while 
perusing this provocativetreasure. 





THE NEW TROUSER PRESS 


RECORD GUIDE Edited by Ira A. Rob- 


bins. Collier Books, 653 pages, $16.95.

"OR THOSE WHO grew up 
reading Trouser Press, the 
granddaddy of all fanzines, 
in the early to late ’70s, the 
appearance of the revised edi- 

tion of the Trouser Press Record Guide 
should come as no surprise. 

But for those who aren’t completely 
infected with a little-known and poten- 
tially dangerous disease called vinylitis, 
the new 7PRG — a 650-page book 
devoted to short critiques and discog- 
raphies of more than 1,900 bands — 
may seem peculiarly arcane. Reviews of 
bands like the Spherical Objects and 
the Cuddly Toys, for instance, give the 
impression that these were outfits that 
rocked the world — at the expense of 
other equally obscure, but more cur- 
rent, bands like Big Dipper and Glass 
Eye (to name only a few exceptions) 
and of million-selling acts like Journey 
or, say, the Jefferson Airplane (which 
could at least be cited as a precursor to 
certain movements in rock.) 

If you read the 7PRG carefully, 


however, a certain logic regarding the 
inclusions and exclusions does begin to 
emerge. Trouser Press was the province 
of ’60s and ’70s bands that weren’t get- 
ting covered in the mainstream, bands 
that for one reason or another had 
found U.S. followings without benefit 
of much airplay. (For instance, around 
1977 there was an article titled 
something like ‘‘The Best English 
Band Ever Vs. The Best American 
Band Ever Face Off,’’ and the bands in 
question — chosen, no doubt by editor 
Ira A. Robbins — were the Clash and 
Cheap Trick.) Similarly, in the ’80s 
there’s a huge backload of bands put- 
ting out product with little or no com- 
mercial support. This guide acts as kind 
of a handbook with which to sort 
through new releases intelligently. 

In other words, you can look up U2, 
but not Uriah Heep, as Uriah Heep has 
no real significance in today’s rock 
milieu. The idea, I suppose, is that if 
you. were a 15- or 16-year-old U2 or 
R.E.M. fan, and you heard the former 
group singing ‘‘Love Will Tear Us 
Apart’? by Joy Division or the latter 
doing ‘‘Strange’’ by Wire, you’dhavea 
way to look up something about those 
bands. You’d have a reference book to 
see what it was the band was referring 
to. 

Now, if you happen to be a Joy 
Division or a Wire fan, this book is not 
going to tell you anything you don’t 
already know — unless you have never 
heard of the Swell Maps. But basically, 
everything is interrelated, the way all 
good arcana is. It’s its fatal attraction. 
Vinylitis, you’ll find, is more addictive 
than crack. People spend entire pay- 
checks and establish entire careers just 
to support it. 

But given that vinyl freaks know 
quite a bit of the stuff in here already, 
and that there aren’t that many paid 
rock critics who need this information 
at the tip of their fingers, like Ido, who 
will find it a vitally necessary book, 
who is this stuff aimed at? 

Well, fans of rock writing, for one. 
The best thing about the 7PRG is that, 
unlike its mainstream counterpart, the 
Rolling Stone Record Guide, the 
writing is incisive and funny, and, for 
the entries I’m well acquainted with at 
least, highly reliable. For instance, the 
review of the first LP by the great 
Orange County garage band the Pontiac 
Brothers, Big Black River, states quite 
rightly that ‘‘the production can char- 
itably be called shitty’’; Gene Loves 
Jezebel is described as ‘‘a most un- 
pleasant hybrid of Van Halen, U2 anda 
billy goat.”’ 

The TPRGis edited by Robbins, and 
many of the entries are by him as well. 
But others are by well-known writers 
ranging from Rolling Stone contribu- 
tor David Fricke to ’zine moguls like 
Elizabeth Phillip, Jack Rabid and 
Andrea ‘Enthal, so the input is pretty 
qualified: I have little doubt that the 
opinions regarding hardcore and speed 
metal are as telling as the above- 
quoted, perfectly accurate description 
ef GLJ. 

I really think that, despite the book’s 
esoteric slant and its off-putting lack 
of mainstream artists, it’s really a better 
book for a neophyte than for a collec- 
tor. For one thing, it stands by a prem- 
ise that I and other Trouser Press 
readers have always stood by, and 
which is as true in 1989 as it was in 1979 
and 1969 for that matter: There are 
always, everywhere, Bands That Could 
Be God, staring you in the face on 
record shelves nationwide, whatever it 
is you’re hearing on the radio or seeing 
in the clubs. 

So if you like rock writing at all, or 
are just getting into rock music and 
keep hearing or reading references to 
other bands being made in the press, or 
if you go out to shows a lot and would 
like to figure out which ones are more 
worthwhile than others, the TPRG is a 
pretty good investment. If you’re 
already a vinyl junkie, however, there’s 
nohope for you. |

Sea Chanteys is a true find for fresh fish and seafood

RE SAN Franciscans 

content to indulge them- 

selves in the plentiful 

ethnic food pleasures 

that are so abundant in 
this city? Are we too jaded for a good 
piece of fish or a steaming bowl of 
mussels or clams? I think not, but by 
the looks of the fish places from which 
we have to choose, one might draw that 
conclusion. 

However, the search for a good fish 
and seafood restaurant in San Fran- 
cisco has ended, at least for now. Sea 
Chanteys will surely satisfy your crav- 
ing for fresh, well-prepared fish and 
seafood. You’ll also find a soothing at- 
mosphere, old-fashioned service and a 
good wine list, all for wonderfully 
reasonable prices. 

This unobtrusive Van Ness lunch 
and dinner house is a true find. Ob- 
viously, others have found it and re- 
main faithful customers. On both 
nights we were there the dining rooms 
were comfortably full. Burgundy and 
gray tablecloths, fresh flowers and 
musical instruments displayed on the 
salmon-colored walls create a unique, 
almost old-world ambience. A casual 
atmosphere with subtle refinements 
make this a charming place to have a 
relaxed lunch or dinner. 

The menu tempts the hungry diner 
with offerings from Asian, Latin and 
French styles of cooking. Appetizers 
and entrees draw from these cuisines 
without being contrived, trendy or over- 
done. Smoked brook trout ($6.50) con- 
sists of two tender, moist fillets of smoked 
trout on a bed of butter lettuce served 
with pickled onions, capers and horse- 
radish — delicious, simple and clean. 

' A large bowl of Mussels Mariniere 
($6.75) was equally wonderful. Twelve 
plump and luscious mussels in a sauce 
made from wine, garlic, shallots and a 
touch of cream demonstrates the kitch- 
en’s ability with delicate seafood and 
sublime sauces. 

There are five soups and five salads 
from which to choose. However, a 


choice of soup or salad comes with each 
entree. Calamari vinaigrette ($5.50), 
did not match up to the other items. 
Limp butter lettuce and pickled onions 
topped with perfectly cooked calamari 
was missing something. Caesar salad 
($6 for two), generous portions of ro- 
maine lettuce with a balanced, cheesy 
anchovy dressing, made up for the 
calamari salad. We asked to split the 
Caesar three ways and the kitchen did 
this for us — very unusual these days. 
The portions were tremendous.

The soup served with the entrees 
changes but the simple salad of butter 
lettuce with a creamy herb dressing re- 
mains the same each night. Cream of 
asparagus soup, silky smooth, wasa bit 
like generic vegetable soup, but tasty 
just the same. Cream of tomato, how- 
ever, was very tomatoey and very good. 

Four meat and 14 fish or seafood en- 
trees are available in addition to three 
or four daily specials. Porcini steak 
($12.50), grilled, flamed with sherry, 
finished with cream and served with 
porcini mushrooms, was intense, rich 
and excellent. The steak, a bit over- 
cooked, was still flavorful and the 
perfect companion for the sumptuous 
sauce. 

Grilled mahi mahi ($11), also a bit 
overcooked for my taste, was napped 
with a very sensitive lemony butter 


sauce. All entrees are also served with 
perfectly cooked assorted seasonal 
vegetables and thinly sliced potatoes. 

English sole ($10.95), poached with 
shiitake mushrooms, garnished with 
red and black caviar and served in a 
creamy dill sauce was delicate and 
flawless. The fillets were actually wrap- 
ped around the shiitake mushrooms 
and the entire package was topped with 
glistening dabs of caviar. This skillful 
presentation made a stunning plate, as 
good to look at as it was to eat. 

The most original and certainly the 
favorite entree, Viennese Pasta 
($10.95), is actually not pasta as we 
know it but spaetzle, a pasta-like crea- 
tion made from flour, eggs, milk or 
water and spices, usually nutmeg. The 
dough is then pressed through a col- 
ander or sieve, resulting in small, ir- 
regular shapes that are cooked in salted 
boiling water, just like pasta. These 
feather-light, wiggly shapes seemed to 
be pan-fried at some point, as they were 
crispy and tender at the same time. I’ve 
never had spaetzle like this. Prawns, 
baby scallops and shrimp, tossed with 
the noodles and a creamy sauce, made 
an unforgettable meal. Three large, 
succulent mussels rested at the side of 
the plate. 

Sea Chanteys is delightful restau- 
rant. Once again we see a very talented 
chef/owner, Mark Zejdl, creating 
spectacular traditional and contem- 
porary dishes using fresh ingredients in 
a very professional manner. Sea 
Chanteys boasts no trendy descrip- 
tions, ridiculous garnishes or hype. The 
servers are efficient, relaxed and atten- 
tive, and they actually appear to be en- 
joying their work. I think everyone at 
Sea Chanteys takes their job seriously 
— a treat in this world of fly-by-night 
restaurants. |

Crusoe 
It's 1808, and Brooklyn- 
accented Virginia slave trader 
Aidan Quinn's en route to 
faraway places to capture 
more natives. A huge storm 
has him all washed up on a 
deserted island, along with the 
ship's dog, Scamp. Before you 
can say, ‘‘T.G.I.F.,”’ he’s built 
himself a house and a not very 
good boat with gear salvaged 
from the ship, and is saying 
things to Scamp like, ‘‘Don't 
let the bedbugs bite."’

~ ALEXANDER KLUGE’S 
first feature, Yesterday Girl, won the Silver 
Lion at the Venice Film Fest in 1966, it was the 
first German film to have won any international 
prize since the war. Kluge became the acknowledged 
father of the Young German Cinema, a movement 
that would eventually include Wenders, Herzog and 
Fassbinder. 
This month the Pacific Film Archive, SF Cinema- 
theque and the Roxie Theatre present a retrospective a 
Kluge’s works, including West Coast premieres of his early 
shorts. 
Kluge’s Autorenfilm, a term he gave to his self-sufficient, 
industry-shunning production methods, is sometimes compared 
to the French New Wave of the early Sixties. While both are reac- 
tions to a stagnant film culture in their respective homelands, 
Kluge’s method includes self-sufficiency in economic as well as ar- 
tistic endeavors. He stresses the learning of the whole process: 
from equipment right down to distribution. His triumph is that he 
is able to make a film anytime he’s ready, day or night. 

Kluge’s films are also much more difficult than the cinema of 
Godard and Truffaut. His narratives are more visual essay than 
movie. The development of Kluge’s second film, Artists Under 
the Big Top: Perplexed, centers around a woman who wants to 
start her own “reform circus.’’ But to talk about Kluge’s narrative 
is to imply that there is one in the traditional sense — which is far 
from the truth. 

The meat of the film includes a number of individual vignettes 
(an accountant who flushes the company cash down the toilet; a 
man eating a swine’s ear in a fancy restaurant), all bound together 
in and around the main narrative with an often-invisible thread. 
Kluge forces you to constantly ask yourself, ““What is he getting at?”’ 

In ascholarly sense, Kluge’s cinema requires an active viewing. 
And perhaps for some his films make more sense on paper than on 
screen. But what’s he’s achieved — a rich, independently-minded 
and intellectually-stimulating body of work free of outside spon- 
sorship — is a big step in cinema history. 

The Alexander Kluge retrospective plays on selected nights 
throughout the next two months at the Pacific Film Archive in 
Berkeley and the SF Cinematheque and the Roxie in San Fran- 
cisco. Check the rep film listings for titles and times.

IRISH IYPES 


Ireland laughs at itself

IALL TOIBIN often 
starts his one-man shows 
with a short dissertation 
on his beloved native land. 
‘Treland, the geographers 





mock-serious brogue. ‘‘It is 300 miles 
long and 150 miles thick.” 

This sets the tone for an evening’s ex- 
amination of ‘‘Irish types, characters 
and attitudes’? which somehow man- 
ages to be both charming in its provin- 
ciality and poignant in its universality. 
This virtuoso amalgam of stand-up 
comedy and comic acting is now on its 
second tour of the U.S., its first of the 
West Coast. But the 59-year-old Toibin 
(pronounced “‘Toe-been,’’ with accent 
on the second syllable) has been charm- 
ing his own countrymen for several 
decades with solo shows, character 
roles on TV and film, and theater work, 
where he’s best known for his eerily ac- 
curate personation of Irish playwright 
Brendan Behan. 

By phone from his Dublin home- 
~ stead, Toibin anticipates no trouble us- 
ing Irish anecdotes with American au- 
diences. ‘‘I think all humor is the same 
the world over,”’ he says, citing the ex- 
ample of a New Yorker who came to 
see him after a show last year. ‘‘Most of 
the time you got to the tag before I 
recognized which Jewish story it was,”’

the man told him. 

Never mind that Toibin uses an array 
of local dialects most likely unfamiliar 
to non-Irish audiences. “‘I try to bring 
people into the secret,” explains Toi- 
bin. ‘‘And I find that a lot of people, 
especially Americans, get hooked on it.” 

Toibin’s ‘“‘love for spoken sounds”’ 
dates back to his childhood in the city 
of Cork, on Ireland’s south coast. 
“There was this Scottish lady came to 
live beside us,’’ he recounts. ‘‘She came 
in one day and was asking my mother, 
‘Have you seen my wee dawwwwg?’ 
And I began to mimic this lady when I 
was only about seven years of age.”’ 

He developed his talent as mimic and 
actor in school plays and in 14 subse- 
quent years with the national Radio 
Eireann — a self-proclaimed ‘‘child of 
nature,’’ he has had no formal training. 
While performing occasional parts in 
the “‘real world’’ of staged theater in 
the late 1940s, he encountered Brendan 
Behan at a party. 

‘‘He had just come out of jail and we 
got on very well because we drank and 
we sang,”’ recalls Toibin about the 
legendary author of Borstal Boy, The 
Hostage and The Quare Fellow. ‘“‘And 
it wasn’t hard to meet him — all you 


had to do was go into any pub in the 


center of town which there was a lot of 
noise emanating from and it was more 
or less likely to be him.”’ 

After many nights together in many 
pubs, the actor naturally learned to 
mimic the playwright’s walk and talk. 
He brought the peculiar shuffle and 
throaty Dublin delivery to his role in 
Behan’s autobiographical Borstal Boy, 
which premiered at Dublin’s Abbey 
Theatre in 1967 and went on to win a 
Tony Award for Best Play during its 


New York run in 1970. Toibin himself 
garnered an Outstanding Performance 
Award from New York’s Outer Critics’ 
Circle for his portrayal of the beefy- 
faced playwright himself. But his 
friend couldn’t be there to share the 
celebration. Behan had died six years 
earlier, a victim of his excesses. 

Having achieved the status of a 
cultural favorite son, Toibin began to 
develop his one-man show format in 
1971, using the dialects and charac- 
terizations he’d picked up during his 
radio days and his travels around 
Ireland. ‘‘There are stereotypes here, as 
there are in every country,’’ Toibin 
points out. 

““Cork people are allegedly very cute 
[meaning sly] and hard to get by. You 
won’t put one over on a Corkman very 
easily. Cavan people [from the nor- 
thern border] are very thrifty, or mean, 
depending on how you want to talk 
about it. Dublin people would like to 
regard themselves as being honest, in- 
nocent and genuinely shocked at the 
deviousness of people from outside 
their city.’’ After pausing for a whiskey 
chuckle, Toibin adds, ‘‘There’s some 
basis in truth for all these things.” 

In his show, Toibin evokes the 
regional differences in a series of anec- 
dotes delivered in the appropriate ac- 
cents. There’s the tale, for example, of 
the Cavan farmer who rents a pedi- 
greed stud bull from the Department of 
Agriculture. 

When the bull isn’t returned at the 
set time, the government sends out an 
inspector, who must scramble over 
boulders and fences before he finds the 
prize animal in a rocky field, yoked to a 
plow. Toibin takes on the sharp voice 
of the farmer who, to the horror of the 
inspector, is cracking a whip over the 
bull’s back, shouting: ‘‘G’long there! 
T’ll show you, my fine boyo, that 
there’s more in life than romance!” 

There are also anecdotes aimed at 
American tourists, when Toibin draws 
on the Yankee accent he used for the 
character of Boots in the 1987 film Eat 
the Peach, which enjoyed a successful 
run at the Lumiere Theater. He tells the 
story of a visiting American who pays a 
“cute”? old woman $20 for a dozen 
oranges, only to discover he’s been 
shorted. ‘‘Pardon me,’’ he addresses 
the vendor, ‘‘but I reckon even in 
Ireland, a dozen means 12.”’ “‘That’s 
right, sir,”? she answers, ‘‘one of them 
was bad so I t’rowed it away for ya.” 

Although the Irish have always 
laughed at themselves, Toibin notes 
that stand-up comedy is little devel- 
oped in that country. Most solo comics 
draw on the British music hall tradition 
of the quick gag, rather than venturing 
into the cutting-edge conceptual and 
political humor practiced by the best 
American stand-ups, or the finely tool- 
ed character studies used by Toibin 
himself. 

Legitimate theater, Toibin’s pre- 
ferred metier, has recently experienced 
“an absolute boom in Dublin and 
round Ireland generally.’’ Later this 
year, after the American tour and arole 
as an IRA ‘“‘Godfather’’ for Britain’s 
Independent Television network, Toi- 
bin will once again play his old friend 
Behan in a new Dublin production of 
“Borstal Boy.”’ 

Accounting for his ability to reprise a 
role he created 22 years ago, Toibin 
postulates that, “‘I was prematurely 
dissipated then and now I am unfairly 
youthful.’’ His secret is his decision not 
to mimic Behan completely. 

“T’m afraid I don’t drink,’’ an- 
nounces Toibin, almost regretfully. 
“The reason is that I did drink. . .but I 
packed it in 16 years ago. And lots of 
people expect an Irishman who doesn’t 
drink to lose his passport.” 

Toibin expects not only to get 
through customs but also to evoke 
various sodden Irish types as part of his 
show at the Marines Memorial, which 
will include a scene from Behan. ‘‘I can 
still do it,”? Toibin testifies, ‘“because 
I’ve gotagood memory.”’

RENDINESS IS. AN ir- 

resistible force and class an 

immovable object, so 

when writer Tama 

Janowitz and director 
James Ivory meet in Slaves of New 
York, something’s gotta give. The 
resulting collision is bad, but not 
catastrophic. 

One point of the title is that relation- 
ships in New York are complicated 
because the housing situation is so bad 
you can’t afford to move out, even if 
you’ re not getting along with the lease- 
holder; therefore the non-leaseholder is 
a slave. San Franciscans can relate to 
the phenomenon, but like everything 
else it’s more intense in New York. 

Eleanor (Bernadette Peters), who 
describes herself as ‘‘the type of person 
who mates for life,’’ would be a slave 
even in Cleveland. She’s emotionally 
dependent on her artist boyfriend Stash 
(Adam Coleman Howard), a moody 
couch potato who treats her badly. ‘‘I 
keep thinking,’’ she rationalizes, 
‘that even though he’s mad at me all 


* the time it’s better than not being 


around him at all.’’ 

Early in the picture she meets Mikell 
(Bruce Peter Young), a South African 
writer who’s also a slave in a bad rela- 
tionship with B (Christine Dunford). 
Do the two slaves unite and emancipate 
each other? No, they have a platonic 
cup of coffee, which arouses the 
jealousy of their respective domestic 
partners. 

Every guy she meets takes some kind 
of interest in Eleanor, whether he wants 
to befriend her, sleep with her, paint 
her or sell the wild, eat-your-heart-out- 
Steve-Silver hats she designs. And most 


of the guys are gorgeous — Ivory has 
cast several who are cut from the same 
tall-dark-and-handsome mold. Does 
Eleanor develop a sense of self-worth? 
No, she starts having fainting spells. 
Stash gets angry when he thinks — 
wrongly — she’s having an affair; 
Eleanor gets suicidal when she thinks 
— rightly — that he’s having one. 

Perhaps because Janowitz adapted 
the screenplay from her like-named 
book of short stories, Slaves of New 
York is very episodic. It’s as over- 
populated as Manhattan with char- 
acters and situations that simply disap- 
pear without explanation. Take Mikell, 
for instance. When Eleanor finally gets 
wise and walks out on Stash, she 
doesn’t even call this guy who had of- 
fered to leave B for her. Or the fainting 
spells. Once a doctor prescribes smell- 
ing salts, Eleanor doesn’t seem to faint 
anymore. 

Second-billed Chris Sarandon 
doesn’t appear until halfway through 
the film, and then has only a few 
peripheral scenes as a gallery owner 
who exhibits Stash’s work. Mercedes 
Ruehl shows up even later and steals 
her scenes as a woman who sees things 
clearer on drugs than Eleanor does 
without them. 

The characters we see the most of 
become tedious — except for Eleanor, 
thanks to the always delightful Peters. 
There’s Daria (Madeleine Potter), who 
will sleep with any man in hopes one of 
them will help her get a break; her tor- 
tured lover Sherman (Charles 
McCaughan); and his best friend Marley 
(Nick Corti), one of Daria’s favorites. 

Someone in the film describes 
celebrities as “‘people known for their 
well-knownness.’’? The same is ap- 
parently true of Janowitz’s book, and 
the screen version should only enhance 
both its reputation and the lack of 
justification for it. a 
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Janowiltz’s book comes to life: Bernadette Peters in Slaves of New York. 





THE JIM AND [AMA SHOW 


Two Slaves of New York break free for an interview

HE ODD COUPLE res- 

ponsible for Slaves of New 

York sought refuge in their 

native Bay Area recently 

after, in the spirit of Holy 
Week, the East Coast critics virtually 
crucified them. 

Tama Janowitz was born in San 
Francisco but raised in Amherst, 
Massachusetts; James Ivory, a 
Berkeley native, has lived in New York 
for 30 years, about half his life. “‘And 
for the last ten,’’ he says, “‘I’ve asked 
myself, ‘Why am I doing this?’”’ 

The Jim and Tama Show is as bizarre 
as you might expect. The avuncular 
Ivory, in a suit and bow tie, with close- 
cropped white hair, makes quite a con- 
trast next to Janowitz, who wears a 
brightly colored outfit of Andy Warhol 
design and hair that could have gotten 
her a part as an extra in Working Girl. 

She actually did play a part in Slaves 
of New York, as Abby, Eleanor’s 
friend and confidante. Ivory gave her 
this larger role after she requested a 
cameo, and both have lived to regret it. 
Janowitz admits she could never 
remember her lines, even though she 
had written them. Ivory says he finally 
eliminated a few phrases that really 
hung her up and resigned himself to fix- 
ing the rest in the editing room. 

When she couldn’t come up with the 
proper expression in reaction to smel- 
ling salts, Janowitz says, ‘‘I realized it 
wasn’t my career.” 

In the course of the interview Ivory 
patiently rescues Janowitz several times 
when she’s unable to answer relatively 
simple questions about the writing pro- 
cess. The late Andy Warhol optioned 
some of her stories about denizens of 
the New York art world before Slaves 
of New York was published in 1986, 
and asked Janowitz to write the 
screenplay. When she protested she 
didn’t know how, he told her, ‘‘Just 
put words on a page,’’ she recalls. 

She doesn’t remember whether she 
salvaged any of the original screenplay 
she wrote for Warhol after Ivory picked 
up the rights, but Ivory does. Among 
other things, ‘“‘The opening scene at 
Mona’s party is intact,” he says. 

Although their work could hardly be 


more different, Janowitz says she ad- 
mires the films of both Warhol and 
Ivory and would have been ‘“‘thrilled”’ 
with either of them bringing her book 
tothe screen. She had a wonderful year 
working with Ivory. Accustomed to 
writing alone — ‘‘I don’t feel I’m really 
a collaborative person’’ — she says she 
would never accept a screenwriting as- 
signment from a major studio because 
she couldn’t cope with their bottom- 
line mentality. ‘‘If I was going to do it 
again it would only be with James and 
Ismail [Merchant, Ivory’s producing 
partner].”” 

Ivory appears to have inherited more 
than this project from Warhol. He says 
his use of split-screen in Slaves of New 
York was ‘‘partly due to Andy.”’ Hav- 
ing already cut out whole characters 
and subplots, he saw Warhol’s The 
Chelsea Girls and realized he could sal- 
vage lesser scenes by showing two of 


them at once. 


The filming process sounds more 
spontaneous than Ivory’s usual modus 
operandi. One scene was inspired by an 
auditioning actress, who told him she 
was climbing a fire escape to see her boy- 
friend when it tore loose from the build- 
ing and she fell to the street, but sur- 
vived. The incidentis in the film, but not 
the actress — she got another offer and 
went to Los Angeles to accept it. 

The falling fire escape fits in with col- 
lapsing chairs to form a motif Ivory 
describes as ‘‘a metaphor for crumb- 
ling New York. If we’d had more 
money we would have had chunks of 
buildings falling.’’ 

Revealing other inside secrets, Ivory 
says the larger-than-usual budget 
allowed him to use a dog, a dalmatian 
whose performance he was very happy 
with; He was less pleased with a racoon 
and says he’d never work with that 
species again. ‘Every dog has to havea 
double,” Janowitz chimes in, and Ivory 
agrees, “Dogs cost more than people.” 
You not only need two dogs, but a 
trainer and an assistant trainer — the list 
goes on. Still he feels it was worth the ef- 
fort and expense: ‘“‘I’ve always felt my 
films lack dogs. All those English coun- 
try houses — they always have dogs, but 
I couldn’t afford them.” 

An underling at Tiffany’s refused 
permission to film at the famous store, 


forcing a shift of location to Harry 
Winston, but Ivory says the person in 
authority later sent him a letter of 
apology. It was even more difficult 
dealing with the copyright holders of 
cartoon characters, the subject of 
Stash’s paintings. King Features nixed 
a nude Olive Oyl and made sure no 
Popeye characters were shown in a bad 
light. Others wouldn’t let their 
characters be used at all. 

What Janowitz likes best about liv- 
ing in New York is the easy access to 
plot material: ‘‘I just open the door 
and there’s a story in action.’’ What 
success has meant, she says, is that ‘‘I 
was finally able to work my way up to 
the basement,’’ where she now lives ina 
two-room apartment. 

In addition to New Yorkers being 
slaves to relationships, Ivory says, 
some are slaves to jobs they hate or 
dreams they pursue. ‘These people 
chose to live in New York for better or 
worse,’’ he adds unsympathetically. 
As for Eleanor, trapped in her relation- 
ship with Stash, he cautions, “Don’t 
forget, she really loves him in spite of 
everything.” 

Janowitz says her book wasn’t meant 
to bea specific portrait of the year it was 
published, but general impressions of 
New York life at the end of the 20th cen- 
tury; so while some things have changed 
in the last three years, they are ‘not the 
things the movie’s about. It’s dealing 
with how society works . . . how peo- 
ple behave and act.” 

That’s basically what Ivory’s most 
recent, more acclaimed films have been 
about, but they’ve taken place near the 
turn of the last century or earlier, 
among the genteel folk of England (A 
Room with a View, Maurice) and New 
England (The Bostonians). His last 
contemporary outing, Heat and Dust, 
was set in India and contrasted life to- 
day with that of two generations ago. 

Ivory, who says the critics have 
generally been very good to him over 
the last 20 years, has taken the bad 
reviews for the new film in stride. So 
has Janowitz, whose popular writings 
have met with mixed critical reaction. 
Ivory illustrates this by relating how, 
when he called to read her a particularly 
vicious review in Time magazine, she 
told him, ‘‘Jim, that’s good!”’

ALTHOUGH FASHION HAS 

always played a big part in the club 
scene, it’s not just what the night- 
clubbers wear to the club that 
counts — it’s what they see on- 
stage. More and more nightclubs 
like Club Oz, Townsend, DNA and 
Downtown, to name just a few, are 
scheduling fashion shows to draw 
in their increasingly jaded clientele. 

Gary Walker, creative director 
at Downtown, says the club hopes 
to have a fashion show every 
Saturday night, beginning in May. 
“Let's face it,” Walker says, “the 
nightclub scene is very boring 
now, and people are grabbing at 
new ways to attract business.” 

In return for injecting a little ex- 
citement into a passe scene, the 
designers get publicity and a 
chance to show off the innate 
iense of style behind their clothes 
hat a mere runway can’t provide. 
‘At Downtown,” Walker explains, 
'we give them a theatrical repre- 
entation of what their clothes are 
bout. Unlike other clubs, we give 
-hem a first-class, theatrical pro- 


duction — we have concept 
meetings, three rehearsals with 
models, lights, the works.”

ONE OF THE BAY AREA’S 
fastest-growing women’s apparel 
companies nearly doubled its local 
retail outlets recently. Georgiou, 
which specializes mainly in 
natural-fiber separates for career 
women, acquired 18 Karen Austin 
Petites stores in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings in January, and is adding 
an entire line of petite designs. 
George Georgiou began in the 
fashion business more than 15 
years ago, starting with his own 
line of imports, then manufactur- 
ing his own designs. He started 
slowly, first opening a store on 
Union Street, and adding a few 


more throughout the city. Two 
years ago, the company expanded 
across the country, adding 12 more 
stores. In addition to the retail 
stores, parts of the Georgiou col- 
lection are carried by more than 
2,000 retailers nationwide. 

The move into petite fashion, 
which emphasizes traditional 
classics and business wear for 
women under 5 feet 4 inches tall, 
seems a natural match for 
Georgiou’s quality separates. 
Petite designs are generally of 
notoriously poor quality, either 
badly proportioned or made of 
cheap manmade fabrics. 

Martha Birchett, Georgiou’s ex- 
ecutive vice president, emphasizes 
that Georgiou is designing the 
petite line from the hem up, re- 
thinking each design to fit the 
smaller proportions. Every detail is 
considered, from the the place- 
ment of pockets to the print pat- 
tern sizes on the fabric. In addi- 
tion, she explains, because 
Georgiou stresses an entire look, 
not just pieces of clothing, his line 
of accessories — including ear- 
rings, necklaces, scarves and belts 
— will include smaller versions. 

The company was able to pro- 
duce a petites line very quickly 
because it handles everything from 
creating designs to manufacturing 
fabric. “We're a vertical 
operation,” explains Georgiou, 
“everything is designed in our 
studios. We manufacture all our 
designs to our own specifications, 
and are not dependent on mer- 
chandise from outside suppliers or 
on waiting for other designers to 
launch their collections.” New 
designs are usually on the shelves 
within 30 days from conception. 

Quality has always been a 
primary concern with Georgiou 
and the company plans to carry 
this over to the new petites line. 
The staff and designers pay special 
attention to the needs of their 
customers. The last Friday of each 
month, the designers talk and 
work with clients at the Union 
Street store, which gives them a 
direct line of communication to 
the people buying their clothes. 
The company has considered ex-

panding into men’s clothing some- 
time in the future, although 
nothing is scheduled or planned. 
But Georgiou has demonstrated 
how quickly the company can 
move once a direction is chosen — 
by next season, who knows?

A NEW 
SCHOOL 
FOR STYLE 


ARE YOU SURE THAT YOU 
want to put on that red tie or 
those large earrings to make a 
power statement with your 
clothes? How do you know 
whether you don’t simply look 
ridiculous or worse, like a 
mindless follower of the “Dress for 
Success” syndrome? To alleviate 
those and other concerns, people 
in the 1980s have turned to image 
consultants, someone who sets out 
the do's and don'ts of wardrobing 
your skinny, slightly rounded or 
frankly not-so-hot body. 

But how do you know that your 
image consultant knows what he 
or she is talking about? For the 
first time, a local college is offering 
specific training for these fashion 
professionals. After two years of 
planning, City College’s fashion 
and merchandising department in 
January inaugurated its image con- 
sultant program with 40 students. 

Diane Green, chair of tthe de- 
partment, says that the industry 
demanded a training program for 
image consultants because “people 
don't like mass shopping. Clothes 
have become so expensive that 
they want value for their money; 
they want personal service.” 

That personal service used to be 
reserved for socialites and starlets, 
but in the 1980s, as more and 
more professionals became con- 
scious that their appearance had a 
direct impact on their careers, im- 
age consulting became a sort of 
cottage industry. Like a sort of up- 
dated Tupperware party, you 
could go over to someone's house 
and look through hundreds of 
color chips to find those that 
matched your personality, lifestyle 
and profession. One color consul- 
tant went so far as to suggest that 
one’s briefcase should always 
match the color of one’s hair. 
Green says it’s true that some peo- 
ple are “really fanatic’ about 
color, but she does not subscribe 
to such a one-sided approach. 

In the program Green developed 
for City College, students do learn 
to personalize color, taking into 
consideration hair, eye and skin « 
variations in order to help clients 
make intelligent clothes investment 
choices. They also study different 
body types in order to dress them 
most effectively. A good dose of 
psychology is involved as they 
learn about the effect of clothing 
on other people. The business suit, 
for instance, has become the stan- 
dard uniform of the woman pro- 
fessional, but many women who 
have moved up the ladder want to 
distinguish themselves from other 
women. “These women want to 
dress in creative and individualized 
clothes,” says Green. “People like 
Donna Karan and other New York 
couture designers come to mind.” 





Students also take courses in the 
history of costumes, study textiles, 
learn how to set up a business and 
become familiar with the intri- 
cacies of that amorphous term 
“customer services.” Green says 
she thinks that some of her stu- 
dents may set up their own con- 
sulting business, but others will go 
into sales and become part of the 
personal shopping services that all 
major clothing and department 
stores have established. What right 
now is still a service for busy 
executives with little time to shop 
may very well set new standards 
for that clerk behind the counter 
whom you ask for advice on 
which red tie or large earrings 
to buy.

CRYSTAL- 
POWERED 
PANTS 


ONE OF THE BENEFITS OF 
living in San Francisco is you always 
have plenty of “only in California” 
stories to share with visitors. But the 
concept of crystal-powered pants 
may surprise even the most blase 
San Francisco resident. 

If you look closely at the catalog 
for ChiPants, a line of comfortable, 
natural-fiber pants with several 
stores in the Bay Area, you'll 
discover that, for an extra 
charge, the company will in- 
sert a small crystal into the back 
seam of pair of ChiPants. 

Although this service accounts for 
only slightly less than 2 percent of 
the company’s sales, it fits right in 
with the company’s new age philos- 
ophies. In Chinese, chi means 
energy, life breath, source. Accord- 
ing to company founder and presi- 
dent Laurence Ostrow, it also 
stands for fun, enthusiasm and 
freshness. “We like to have fun with 
the idea of crystals. We don’t take 
them too seriously, but also feel 
there is something to it.” 

To crystal enthusiasts, these rocks 
are more than just silicon dioxide — 
they act as an amplifier for your 
basic energy level, or chi. The 
crystals used in ChiPants are small 
(between one-fourth and one-half 
inch long) and come from the Jef- 
fries mine in Arkansas. The mine is 
no longer operational, but ChiPants 
purchased the last of the stock, 
about 30 pounds of crystals, which 
is enough to make thousands of 
crystal-powered pants. 

These particular crystals are 
double-terminated crystals, which 
because of their natural in-solution 
environment, form pyramid shapes 
at both ends. The Jeffries mine was 
one of the few mines where this type 
of crystal is formed naturally. 

The crystals are sown into the 
back of the waistband not only 
because it’s a convenient location 
(there's a seam there), but also 
because of its position at the base of 
the back at the sacrum, which is the 
last bone in the spine (in Latin, 
sacrum literally means sacred or 
holy bone). The crystals are small to 
prevent breakage, and weigh about 
the same as a safety pin. 

Ostrow, originally a movement 
teacher, feels that through in- 
novative use of design and clothing 
you can “recapture that natural feel- 
ing of being by the ocean (or by 
nature), you feel expanded. You feel 
alive.” Ostrow says that ChiPants 
“are the archetypal clothing — 
clothing speaks to our feeling, but 
today’s clothes make you feel un- 
comfortable.” ChiPants began four 
years ago with a tabletop operation, 
which has blossomed into a $1.5 
million/year business. The original 
Santa Cruz store now has four 
satellite stores, in San 
Francisco, Berkeley, Cupertino 
and Aptos. Ostrow says they 
are thinking of expanding the 
lines to include tops, vests, and 
men’s suits, for which they have 
received numerous requests. The 
company may even be going public 
in the next few years. Perhaps the 
phenomenal success has something 
to do with the power of crystals. . .

designer that creates a 

shirt she calls an “off- FACTOR 
the-shoulder trainer,” for women who have trouble 
keeping up that off-the-shoulder look. San Francisco 
designer Julie Weston creates a 
contemporary line of knit 
clothing that can pass as prac- 
tical and extremely comfor- 
table office wear — but often 
adds a whimsical twist. 

Some of her form-fitting 
cotton/lycra dresses, for 
example, sport 3-D hems in 
space-age designs. Others, 
more traditional in styling, use 
fabrics that subtly mix colors 
like magenta and orange. 

“Allsorts of people wear my 
designs,” Weston says. “Most 
of our customers are probably 
20 to 35 years old, with a 
contemporary style. Some 
people wear it to the office as a 
comfortable alternative to a 
suit, some people wear it to 
clubs. And my mother and all 
her friends wear my clothes.” 

Weston Wear, located in the Mission District, has 
been in business for eight years, and is distributed all 
over the country, and in local stores ranging from 
Telaio and Rolo to Nordstrom and Macy’s. It’s even 
sold in Seibu, a Tokyo department store. 

“The popularity of aerobics really helped with the 
acceptance of Weston Wear,” Weston says. “People 
realized what a great fabric cotton/lycra is.” Right 
now she and her small staff put out a line of 35 to 40 
designs, and sell about 4,000 pieces a month. As for 
future growth plans, Weston says she wants to move 
carefully, but has plans for expansion. In July, she'll 
debut “Monsters,” an appropriately named line of 
clothing for toddlers. —Jean Field

“| DON'T HAVE FORMAL TRAINING 
in clothing design,” Q-Rolo explains, 
“and I think that’s helped me as a 
designer. I don’t have any limitations 
imposed on me by traditional educa- 
tion, so I've been free to explore areas 
other people have neglected.” 

And explore he has. In the two 
years since he and partner Jinny 
Howd presented their first collec- 
tion, Q-Rolo has made a name for 
himself in cutting-edge local 
fashion. His summer line includes 
15 women’s styles, ranging from a 
deceptively simple bolero jacket 
and skirt combination, to absolute- 
ly sheer turquoise or pink blouses. 
The men’s collection features 12 
pieces of sportswear, including a 
black and natural linen referee 
jacket and a man’s skirt. 

“Most of the people who buy my 
designs are in a creative field, often 
self-employed.

DESPITE ITS SEXY APPEAL, THE 
inspiration behind Camille 
DePedrini’s and Lisa Graves’ new 
line of underwear is eminently prac- 
tical. “We both like wearing boxer 
shorts under our dresses,” 
DePedrini explains, “and we found 
alot of things were just too silky and 
skimpy for everyday wear.” 

The all-cotton, black-and-white 
striped underwear is casual and 
comfortable, an antidote to the 
usual frilly or vampy designs for 
women’s lingerie. The type of per- 
son who will wear them, DePedrini 
says, is “someone who is playful 
and has a different idea of what 
sexy is than the Victoria's Secrets 
style.” And, unlike the Calvin 
Klein jockey-type underwear, you 
don’t have to be pencil-thin to look 
good in these pieces. 

DePedrini’s and Graves’ crea- 
tions, which will be available at 
Telaio at the end of April, are 
suitable for wearing under skirts or 
even on the outside of clothing. “I 
think you could wear these things 
sunbathing,” DePedrini says. “It 
really depends on the person.” 

DePedrini and Graves are no 
strangers to the design business, 
though the four pieces of under- 
wear are the first items to appear 
under their line called The 
Gingham Shop, which is about six 
months old. DePedrini, a part-time 
employee of Telaio, had a clothing 
design company called Holcam for 
five years, and Graves has a 
jewelry company called Asil that 
sells pieces all over the country. 

Last year, the two women de- 
signed a line of cotton stockings 
(not under The Gingham Shop 
name) that proved very popular. 
The stockings, still available 
through Telaio, were basic black 
and white with a line of buttons up 
the side; now they're available in 
five colors. 

Also part of The Gingham Shop 
line is a dress with a sewn-in neck- 
lace, “gypsy-style,” available in 
early April at Telaio. “Lisa and I are 
interested in combining jewelry 
with clothing, sewing it right into 
the dress,” DePedrini says. 

The pair may add some pieces to 
the underwear line in the near 
future, including some bloomers. 
According to DePedrini, she and 
Graves have a lot of design ideas, 
but “it’s a matter of taking it a step 
at a time. Right now we're just try- 
ing to get the underwear off the 
ground.”

Z Fabulous French Poodles combine dance, couture 


and a sense of humor

ASHION SHOWS, with 
their X-ray thin models 
slithering down the aisles 
in concoctions that no 
one could ever actually 
wear, are undeniably a form of 
theater. They create the kind of 
fantasy world that choreographer/ 





dancer John Cheong and his partner, 


stylist/dancer Mark Biggs, love. 

Cheong and Biggs are the ar- 
tistic directors of “Z Fabulous 
French Poodles,” a local dance 
company that features “odd cou- 
ture and re-nouveau French 
dances.” The company does per- 
form on stage (it'll be at San Fran- 
cisco’s Third Wave Studio for two 
weekends in April), but, Cheong 
says, “we don’t see ourselves 
primarily as a concert dance com- 
pany.” They aim their work 
toward film, video, MTV com- 
panies — and fashion shows. In 
part, they chose that particular 
direction because they can see a 
market for their product, but also, 
in Biggs’ words, “to change the

concept of concert dance.” 

In their eyes, the dance enter- 
tainment that forms part of rock 
shows, music video and fashion 
shows is not very exciting, primar- 
ily because it is still in its infancy 
— less than ten years old. Cheong 
compares it to the state of situa- 
tion comedy when Lucille Ball 
entered the field. “It took her a few 
years to develop the form,” he says, 
obviously confident that he knows 
how to help the form mature. 

Cheong, who has modeled and 
performed in fashion shows, and 
Biggs, who is a stylist and has 
worked in the fashion industry in 
addition to being a dancer, are de- 
veloping dance entertainments in 
which the dancers’ clothes are more 
than mere costumes. “The clothes 
are making a fashion statement that 
brings across a sense of style, of 
something very progressive,” says 
Biggs. Adding accessories, makeup 
and hairstyles creates an integrated 
look, equally at ease in the concert 
hall and the fashion runway. But 
most importantly, they do it with a 
sense of humor. 

“Fashion,” says Cheong, “is 
denial. It is the antithesis of who 
you are. It is something you put 
on because it is fun. It allows you 
to be who you are not.” As an ex- 
ample, he cites the South of 
Market club scene, where women

come dressed in black leather, 
with rubber adornments and stud- 
ded belts. “Do you realize,” he 
laughs, “what would happen if I 
went up to one of them and ap- 
proached her in a way that the 
clothes suggest? She would run 
screeching back into the suburbs.” 
Cheong hopes that by playing 
up that kind of dichotomy be- 
tween reality and fantasy, and do- 
ing it in a tongue-in-cheek manner, 


_ they can come up with dance en- 


tertainment that is appropriate be- 
yond the concert stage, and yet re- 
tains its artistic integrity. In an up- 
coming work, Evening in South 
Africa, he parodies the current in- 
terest in black influences on 
fashion by sending Barbie ona 
safari to South Africa. “What 
could be more antithetical than 
this image of fantasy set into an 
environment of total reality, if you 
accept that fashion is total fantasy 
and war is total reality?” 

The approach seems to work. 
Cheong’s company recently was 
asked to perform for a lingerie 
show in San Jose. He put his 
dancers into high heels, bustiers 
and bows and choreographed 
them into a work in which what 
he calls “French poodle femininity” 
was consciously exploited. 
Languid movements of almost sex-

BEFORE THE REVOLUTION 


George Walker updates Turgenev’s classic look 
at Russian student radicals 


NOTHING SACRED. By George 
Walker, directed by Robert Woodruff at 
American Conservatory Theatre, SF. 
Through May 6th.

HEN FATHERS 

and Sons was first 

published in 1861 it 

was trashed by Rus- 

sian critics on both 
the right and the left. Those on the left 
thought Ivan Turgenev’s novel too easy 
on Russia’s complacent gentry. Those 
on the right considered the book overly 
sympathetic to radical young 
‘‘nihilists’’ determined to blow czarist 
Russian society apart. 

In fact, Turgenev did not write a 
polemic for either side. He created 
something more controversial: an 
honest study of conflicting personal and 
political tensions in a society about to 
rupture. Nothing Sacred, George 
Walker’s free-hand stage adaptation of 
the novel, seems true to the spirit of 
Turgenev but also to our own, more 
abrasively cynical time. And Robert 
Woodruff’s dynamic mounting of the 
play looks fresher and more contem- 
porary than anything American Conser- 
vatory Theatre has done in a long while. 

The New York-based Woodruff lived 
here in the 1970s, directing mainly at the 
Eureka, the Magic and on other small 
stages. Unleashed in the Geary, he uses 
the large space and cast of excellent ac- 
tors in stimulating, chancy ways. From 
a surreal pre-show lecture on frog 
dissection, to a gun duel fought across 
the first row patrons’ laps, to a George 
Tsypin set dominated by a rolling plat- 
form that looks like a giant grain 
thresher, this is a production that jux- 
taposes bold visual ideas, great acting 
and an ironic, edgy script. The com- 
bination is often invigorating. 

Nothing Sacred takes place in 1859, 
the year Russia conditionally ‘‘freed’’ 
its indentured serfs. The story concerns 
two college buddies who are sons of the 
privileged: good-natured Arkady Kir- 
sanov (Scott Freeman) and brilliant, 





acerbic Yevgeny Bazarov (Christopher 
McCann). Bazarov is a medical stu- 
dent, a cool-headed ‘‘nihilist’’ (a term 
coined by Turgenev) who “‘looks at the 
world and thinks of ways of taking it 
apart — so that others can start over 
again, from scratch.’’ Arkady dutifully 
parrots his friend’s radical political 
views, but he’s too romantic and soft- 
hearted to entirely share them. 

On a visit to the country estate of 
Arkady’s harried father Nikolai 
(Michael Winters), Bazarov stirs things 
up — he’s the grenade in the borscht. A 
dashing figure in a black greatcoat, 
dark glasses and proletarian cap, he has 
a brilliant nihilistic retort for every oc- 
casion. Before long he’s alienated 
Arkady’s conservative Uncle Pavel 
(Walter Addison), brought in a ragtag 
serf (Dennis Ludlow) as apprentice and 
sidekick, and called attention to the 
class issues in the unsettled romance 
between Nikolai and the housemaid 
Fenichka (Keeley Stanley). Bazarov 
sees meddling in people’s lives as 
grassroots political organizing for the 
coming revolution. His meddling lands 
him in a silly, fatal gun duel with Pavel 
but the revolution, we are assured, will 
go on without him. 

George Walker’s script zigzags 
across lots of dialectical themes: the old 
guard vs. the young, love vs. political 
principles, scientific rationalism vs. 
romanticism, liberal reform vs. radical 
change. But Walker deliberately 
scrambles up these conflicts, and, at 
times, dribbles them away. In post- 
modern fashion, he diffuses his char- 
acters’ arguments with irony and 
humor, warding off sentimentality and 
keeping us alert. Even Bazarov’s death 
scene is comic — when nothing is 
sacred, what can you do but laugh, 
even at death? 

This could seem chilly. But the actors 
warm it up, tapping their characters’ 
full poignancy and absurdity. They dis- 
play a wide range of acting styles: On 
the flamboyant side is ACT newcomer 
McCann’s Bazarov, a compelling anti- 
hero with a nasal vocal delivery (Bob 
Dylan with a head cold), owlish char- 
isma (he sometimes looks like a Slavic 


John Lennon) and an aura of self- 
parody. In contrast, Walter Addison 
plays Pavel with a crisp, no-frills 
economy that’s equally effective. Scott 
Freeman’s boyishly effusive Arkady is 
squarely in the ACT presentational 
mode, as are the on-target perfor- 
mances of Michael Winters, Fredi 
Olster, Ed Hodson and (as always) 
Sidney Walker. And for something 
completely different, there’s a 
refreshing casualness about Dennis 
Ludlow’s grungy serf. 

Woodruff still has his old knack for 
keeping the emotional intensity turned 
up among the actors. But in theaters 
like the Geary he also gets to play witha 
broader visual palette. The design 
scheme for Nothing Sacred is concep- 
tually loaded — those concepts aren’t 
too subtle, but some are rudely effec- 
tive. Peasants wrapped in blood-red 
blankets lie huddled under that farm 
implement-style platform the gentry 
walk around on. George Tsypin’s set 
uses a lot of referential elements: scrib- 
bled math equations and political 
grafitti, a solid blue color field, a pic- 
ture window that frames an entire 
scene, and the naked back wall of the 
Geary. The lighting by Derek Duarte 
plays with and against these en- 
vironments, building up to an epic final 
image. And Barney Jones’s score of 
mostly piano music complements the 
action but never intrudes on it. 


I’ve barely mentioned the faults of « 


this show, and there are some. 
Walker’s script gets long-winded in the 
second act, blurring several key en- 
counters and a deathbed scene that 
should be much sharper. And a few of 
Woodruff’s touches seem obligatory: a 
chorus of the Peggy Lee song, ‘‘Is That 
All There Is?’’ after Bazarov is shot is 
one trick that falls flat. 

Nothing Sacred doesn’t need those 
pop-out references to seem relevant; 
Walker’s thoroughly modern perspec- 
tive on Turgenev’s great story is 
enough. With general interest about 
Russia on the rise, it’s no wonder that 
this show will be seen at half a dozen 
regional theaters this season. I’m just 
glad ACT that isamong them. a

Jerry Garcia goes acoustic on Almost Acoustic.

Ali Farka Toure (Mango) 

The gradually unfolding tapestry of 
African music reveals fascinating new 
twists every year. Those on the lookout 
for challenging musicianship and new 
sounds have already staged a minor run 
on this Mali guitarist’s imported records 
(on the Disques Esperance label) at 
Down Home Music in El Cerrito and 
other adventurous outlets. This first U.S. 
major release, however, is a significant 
turning point in the marketing of interna- 
tional pop music. Ali Farka Toure is not a 
“world beat’’ musician in the usual 
sense. Justifiably hyped as the John Lee 
Hooker of Mali, he is a solo artist, singing 
traditional and original songs of love, folk 
wisdom, religious praise and the ugly 
beauty of camels, and accompanying 
himself on acoustic guitar. Like Hooker, 
he is a riveting, unpredictable guitarist 
given to hypnotically repetitive phrases 
He often worries a single note for several 
bars, then dashes off into a fleet run and 
slips back into a cyclical riff. His picking 
style is at once simple-sounding and 
amazingly complex. Imagine Hooker and 
John Fahey jamming in the Sahara. The 
steady, often bluesy rhythmic pulse is 
accentuated by his own overdubbed per- 
cussion on calabash or bongos. (One 
long track was recorded live with 
Toumani Diabate on calabash.) Toure’s 
droning vocals, sung in several different 
Mali languages, underscore the Arabic 
influence, creating a mesmerizing effect 
with the gritty immediacy of the blues 





The Dirty Dozen Brass Band, 
Voodoo (Columbia) 

Whether you're looking for an 
introduction to the New Orleans brass 
band tradition — ‘Jazz 1A’’ — or fora 
sophisticated blend of second line 
rhythms, bebop, R&B, rock and roll and 
cacophonous blowing, this is the place to 
get your mojo working. The Rova and the 
World Saxophone Quartets have re- 
established the self-sufficient horn 
section in avant garde and trans- 
historical contexts. The Dirty Dozen — 
six brass and reed players and two 
drummers — starts out in a turn-of-the- 
century funeral parade and marches 
forward to join Dizzy Gillespie, Charlie 
Parker and Stevie Wonder. This is 
holistic music that works on every level 
— the feet, the guts, the heart and the 
head. Those familiar with the band’s two 
previous records will expect the pre- 
carious balance of tight arrangements 
and wild energy. New listeners, drawn in 
by the major label prestige and the guest 
appearances by Gillespie (on his “Oop 
Pop A Dah’’), Dr. John (singing and 
playing “‘It's All Over Now"’) and 
Branford Marsalis (Soloing on ‘‘Moose 
The Mooche’’), will want to check out the 
two previous releases on Concord and 


Rounder, because once this voodoo hits, 
it won't let you go 


The Deighton Family, Acoustic 
Music to Suit Most Occasions 
(Philo/Rounder) 

This is just the kind of eclectic, 
international folk amalgam that charms 
the NPR crowd and looks frightfully 
pretentious on paper: a South Moluccan 
string band playing fiddle tunes, folk 
songs and rock'n'roll on guitars, 
mandolin, tin whistles, flute, melodeon, 
fiddles, harmonica and bodhran. But 
where it could be hiply esoteric or hope- 
lessly precious, this family affair — En- 
glish-born father Dave, South Moluccan 
mother Josie and four kids, from age ten 
to 19 — is wholly beguiling. Dave's 
reedy vocals and the family's loose- 
ointed playing invite you onto an old 
front porch in some mysterious back- 
woods of no particular geographical 
ocation. They play ‘All Shook Up,” 
‘‘Matchbox”’ and “Blue Suede Shoes” 
ike they are hillbilly songs out of ‘‘A Mid- 
summer-Night’s Dream.’’ No matter 
what mood has hold of you when you 
approach this album, the breezy, giddy 
eeling will take over 








Jerry Garcia Acoustic Band, 
Almost Acoustic (Concensus 
Reality CD) 

Particularly after the mostly moribund 
muddle of Dylan & the Dead, this 
14-song set — recorded live (on two- 
track digital audio tape) in the fall of 1987 
— crackles with energy and enthusiasm 
The singing is all hootenanny good cheer 
and the playing is bright and forceful 
(unlike much of the begrudged profes- 
sionalism on the Dylan set). Like the 
Dead on a good night, Garcia's blue- 
grass band generates a wonderful ‘‘feel’’ 
out of which the individual talents sparkle 
in their own good time. One needn't be a 
Deadhead to appreciate Garcia's inven- 
tive acoustic guitar work in the company 
of David Nelson's guitar, producer Sandy 
Rothman’s mandolin and dobro, John 
Kahn's bass, Kenny Kosek’s fiddle and 
David Kemper’s snare drum. Virtually 
everything, from the opening “Swing 
Low, Sweet Chariot’’ to the closing 
Hunter/Garcia classic “Ripple,” is worthy, 
but things really start jumping with the 
snappy treatment of Jimmie Rodger’s 
“Blue Yodel #9."’ Traditional blues, folk 
and country songs, from Mississippi 
John Hurt, Elizabeth Cotten, Tex Logan 
and others, make up the repertoire, and 
even purists should be won over by the 
sense of fun and affection that motivates 
this part-time band’s back-porch (yet 
sometimes instrumentally brilliant) ap- 
proach.

THE HARD WAY 


Graham Parker takes a stand in his music 
and his career 


GRAHAM PARKER. At Berkeley

ON’T ASK Graham 
Parker questions about 
success if you’re looking 
for a rose-colored view 
on the record business. 
From his angle, tinted by his trademark 
dark glasses, the music industry is not a 
pretty picture. But as he proved in two 
terrific Bay Area shows last week, he has 
come out of 13 years of label wars and 
semi-stardom with uncompromised wit, 
passion and musical intelligence. 

In solo performances at Berkeley 
Square on Thursday and The Fillmore 
on Friday, accompanying himself on 
guitar and harmonica, Parker laid him- 
self bare. Stripped of his band, he pre- 
sented himself in an uncharacteristi- 
cally unguarded context, lashing out at 
the profit mongers and mercenaries of 
the pop biz, and singing clearly in the 
soul-drenched voice that has always 
been his most powerful weapon. 

Parker emerged from London in 
1976 when mainstream pop was in the 
creative doldrums and punk hadn’t yet 
brought rock to its knees. He took 
perky British pub rock, as epitomized 
by Brinsley Schwarz, added tougher 
R&B grooves and gave it a nasty per- 
sonal edge with his snarling, yowling 








white soul vocals. His band, the 
Rumour, including Bob Andrews, 
Brinsley Schwarz, Martin Belmont, 
Andrew Bodnar and Steve Goulding, 
gave him the perfect musical vehicle. 
But his U.S. record company failed to 
promote his first two masterful al- 
bums, Howlin’ Wind and Heat Treat- 
ment, and although he switched labels 
and released the brilliant Squeezing 
Out Sparks in 1979, he was unable to 
sustain the momentum needed to 
parlay artistry into pop ‘‘success.’’ But 
despite the career frustrations of the 
past ten years, Parker’s passion never 
burned out and he is still a match for 
Costello in angry eloquence. 

When he performed with his bands, 
Parker would barely interact with the 
audience, muttering a few terse in- 
troductions and thank yous. This 
year’s model, in tune with the new 
album, LIVE! ALONE in America, 
allows the sarcasm and caustic wit to 
come out in chatty patter, as Parker 
cracks jokes, pokes fun at himself and 
relentlessly exploits the notion of star- 
dom. The angle isn’t new but the 
presentation is refreshing. 

At both shows last week, Parker 
hammered at the elusive nature of 
fame, Introducing the 1966 James & 
Bobby Purify hit, ‘‘I’m Your Puppet,” 
he mentioned that he’d been told that 
“the lead singer of the Box Tops has 
been doing this,’’ and without mention- 
ing Alex Chilton by name he noted, 





“he’s legendary but no one’s ever heard 
of him.”’ Of Nick Lowe, who, according 
to Rolling Stone ‘‘botched”’ the produc- 
tion of Parker’s Stick To Me in 1977, 
Parker commented, ‘‘he’s become a 
very successful opening act, I hear.”’ 
Parker talked at length about his 
other record producers as well, confes- 
sing that he’d hired David Kershenbaum 
for The Real Macaw because he was the 
only producer who was shorter than 
him, and joking that he’d gone with 
Jack Douglas for Another Grey Area 
because ‘‘I wanted to sound like wall- 


paper.”’ He skewered pop radio consul- . 


tants and programmers in his introduc- 
tion to the bitter Passive Resistance, 
and said, ‘‘I’m singing this song in pro- 
test of the Who reforming.”’ 

Parker’s favorite targets, of course, 
are record companies, and although he 
didn’t attack his new label, RCA, he 
did get in a jab about the title of his new 
live album. He wanted to call it Live! 
Alone: A Legend In His Own Mind, he 
said, “‘but they thought that was too 
frivolous for such a deep and moving 
solo LP. So they came up with some- 
thing completely crass and asinine, like 
a Barbra Streisand album, so I said, 
‘What the hell, let’s go with it!’’’ But 
for all the insightful wisecracks, what 
the solo shows best revealed was 
Parker’s riveting power as a singer. 
Strumming acoustic and electric guitar, 
he filled both halls with the gritty, 
R&B-inflected voice that slides from 
note to note, stretches syllables into 
moans and propels every word with 
emotion. At Berkeley Square, the 
house wasn’t nearly full, but in the 
close quarters, the appreciative au- 
dience stood right inside Parker’s voice 
and was treated to a close-up view of an 
increasingly inspired performance. The 
Fillmore show, again drawing slightly 
less than capacity, was a bit less charged 
only because of room size, but Parker 
poured it all out just the same. 

No matter how overproduced or un- 
even his ’80s albums have been — and 
1988’s The Mona Lisa’s Sister marked a 
return to consistency — Parker has 
never failed to write a few great songs. 
The 22 at Berkeley Square, and 24 at The 
Fillmore, included tunes from almost 
every LP, including new ones from his 
next studio album, already finished and, 
he quipped, to be titled Whistler’s 
Father or Burt Reynolds’ Brother. They 
ranged from the R&B of ‘‘White 
Honey”’ through the party sentiments 
of ‘‘Soul Shoes,’’ ‘‘Back To School 
Days”’ and ‘‘Hotel Chambermaid,”’ to 
the social commentary of ‘‘Durban 
Poison,’’ ‘‘Soul Corruption,”’ ‘‘The 3 
Martini Lunch,’’ (which he hoped will 
be covered by John Denver, Keith 
Richards or Ann-Margaret) and his 
“Otis Redding version’’ of Sam 
Cooke’s ‘‘A Change is Gonna Come,’’ 
which at Berkeley he called ‘‘the ulti- 
mate human rights song.’’ 

After returning for two encore calls, 
Parker closed both shows with ‘‘You 
Can’t Be Too Strong,”’ a personal look 
at abortion’s moral quandries, sung 
from the perspective of an irresponsible 
impregnator but encompassing the 
dilemmas of everyone involved. It was 
a sobering way to end a concert but one 
that affirmed Parker’s preference for 
raising challenges rather than looking 
for the easy way out. i

In trying to 
make an arty film about 
today's smart art society in 
New York, he seems to be 
suffering from hardening of 
the Arteries. Instead of leaning 
on the likes of E.M. Forster, 
Henry James or Ruth Prawar 
Jhabwaia for his screenplay, 
he’s chosen friend of Andy 
Warhol and best-seller writer 
of the title, Tama Janowitz, 


and the result’s a very 
watered-down can of soup.
